SCIENTIFIC  research  work,  in  which  the  Governmental  labora- 
tories co-operated,  has  clearly  proved  that  germinated  grain 
contains  not  only  active  principles  such  as  the  diastases  which  assist 
digestion  of  starchy  foods,  and  protease  assisting  the  assimilation  of 
nitrogenous  or  flesh-forming  foods,  but  also  vitamines  essential  to 
sustain  life.

Applications  for  registration  have  been  received  from

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 

At  Sheffield  Police  Court,  on  January  9,  Ada  Gibbons 
and  Fred  Knutton  were  charged  with  selling  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to  the  extent  of  76.3  per 
cent.,  and  containing  31.8  per  cent,  of  waiter,  at  a 
herbalist's  shop  in  London  Road.  Mr.  John  Evans,  F.I.C., 
Ph.C,  gave  analytical  evidence,  and  mentioned  the  direc- 
tions for  storing  the  preparation  laid  down  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  A  letter  regarding  the  defence  of  the 
case,  written  by  the  wholesaler  who  supplied  the  spirit, 
was  severely  commented  on  by  the  chairman,  and  the 
defendants  were  fined  20s.  each. — At  the  same  Court  a 
similar  charge  was  preferred  against  J..  Whibberley  and 
Dorothy  Whibberley,  448  London  Road,  the  deficiency 
in  this  instance  being  19.7  per  cent,  of  ethyl  nitrite. 
A  fine  of  40s.  was  imposed  on  J.  Whibberley,  the  charge 
against  the  other  defendant  being  withdrawn. 

At  Manchester  (County)  Police  Court,  on  January  16, 
Harry  Gorton,  Gordon  Street,  Old  Trafford,  was  sum- 
moned for  having  sold  as  cream  of  tartar  a  substance 
which,  on  analysis,  proved  to  be  something  quite 
different.  It  was  stated  that  the  material  was  generally 
known  as  cream-of -tartar  substitute,  and  was  sold  whole- 
sale at  about  half  the  price  asked  for  the  real  article. 
Counsel  for  the  County  Council  said  he  understood  that 
the  defendant  was  going  to  rely  upon  a  warranty.  This 
was  seally  the  invoice,  and,  counsel  submitted,  was  not 
a  warranty  as  required  by  the  Act.  The  Bench,  after 
a  legal  argument,  decided  that  the  invoice  was  not  a 
warranty.  Mr.  W.  Murray,  for  the  defendant,  said  his 
client  had  received  an  invoice  describing  the  material 
as  cream  of  tartar.  The  case  was  dismissed  on  payment 
of  costs. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report : — 

At  an  inquest  held  in  Fulham,  London,  S.W.,  on 
January  26,  on  the  body  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Manning,  a 
medical  witness  said  that  death  was  due  to  strychnine 
poisoning,  and  estimated  that  a  vermin-killer  taken  by 
the  deceased  contained  23  per  cent,  of  strychnine.  An 
"  Unsound  mind  "  verdict  was  given. 

In  returning  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide,"  on  January  12, 
in  a  case  of  poisoning  by  spirit  of  salt,  the  Paddington 
coroner  said  it  was  not  right  that  so  dangerous  a  chemical 
should  be  sold  so  freely.  It  could  be  purchased  by 
anyone,  not  only  at  a  chemist's,  but  also  at  oilmen's 
shops.  Stringent  regulations  had  been  made  to  govern 
the  sale  of  many  less  deadly  drugs. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Oxford,  on  January  13,  on  the 
body  of  Mr.  George  L.  Atkinson,  a  demonstrator  in  the 
organic  chemistry  department  of  the  University  Museum, 
who  was  found  dead  in  a  stone  pit  near  the  city.  Evidence 
showed  that  a  bottle  found  near  the  body  had  contained

A  verdict  of  "  Suicide 
while  of  unsound  mind  "  was  recorded. 

Birmingham 

The  number  of  receiving  orders  (136)  made  in  the 
Birmingham  district  during  the  past  year  was  the  largest 
since  1909. 

It  is  announced  that  the  sum  of  £5,000  is  to  be  given 
to  the  University  of  Birmingham  by  a  well-known 
Japanese  firm. 

Under  the  heading  "Popular  Portraits,"  "The  Bir- 
mingham News,"  January  13,  published  a  biographical 
sketch  and  portrait  of  Mr.  Lawrence  C.  Tipper. 

Alderman  David  Brookes  (Cadhury  Bros.,  Ltd.)  has 
been  appointed  deputy  Lord  Mayor  during  the  absence 
from  England  (in  Australia)  of  Alderman  W.  A. 
Cadbury. 

The  late  -Mr.  Lawson  Tait,  the  well-known  surgeon, 
1  was  one  of  the  first  to  suggest  the  entrance  of  ladies 
into  pharmacy,  many  of  whom  have  received  their 
training  in  Birmingham.  In  this  connection  it  may  be 
noted  that  Miss  B.  E.  Thompson,  a  pupil  of  Mr.  F.  H. 
Alcock,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  has  been  dispenser  at  Birmingham 
and  Midland  Women's  Hospital  for  forty  years. 

Hull 

Hull  seems  to  be  rather  short  of  apprentices  in  phar- 
macy. Advertisements  for  them  are  often  to  be  seen  in 
the  local  Press,  and  one  evening  lately  there  were  two 
separate  applications  for  them  in  the  same  newspaper. 

There  is  an  interesting  story  behind  the  presen- 
tation of  the  portrait  of  Mr.  James  Baines  (one  of  the 
founders,  it  is  thought,  of  the  Hull  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion) to  the  Association  (V.  <£*  D.,  January  13,  p.  62).  The 
portrait  was  found  in  a  dirty  condition  in  one  of  the  store- 
rooms of  a  local  firm  of  auctioneers,  and,  there  being  no 
relatives  of  the  late  "  father  of  pharmacy  "  living  in 
Hull,  it  was,  instead  of  being  sold  for  the  value  of  the 
frame  only,  presented  through  Mr.  A.  Richardson  to 
the  Association.  The  portrait  has  now  been  renovated, 
and  hangs  in  a  position  of  honour  on  one  of  the  walls 
of  the  Association  meeting-room.  Mr.  James  Baines  had 
a  chemist's  shop  in  Waterworks  Street,  Hull,  from  about 
1835  until  thirty-six  years  ago,  when  he  retired.  His  son, 
who  bore  the  same  name,  became  the  city  analyst  for 
Hull. 

During  the  hearing  of  a  milk  case  in  the  Hull  City 
Police  Court  on  January  11  an  interesting  description  was 
given  of  the  apparatus  invented  by  the  city  analyst  for 
measuring  the  amount  of  sediment  in  milk.  A  C.  <&  D. 
representative  later  visited  the  Hull  city  analyst  (Mr. 
A.  R.  Tankard,  F.I.C.)  at  his  laboratory,  and  was  shown 
the  special  apparatus.  Mr.  Tankard  explained  that  pre- 
viously there  was  no  efficient  method  of  estimating  the 
amount  of  sediment  in  milk.  His  apparatus  is  essentially 
a  conical  glass  vessel,  the  capacity  of  which  is  half  a 
litre.  This  narrows  down  to  a  tube,  on  to  which  a  small 
glass  bottle  fits.  At  the  bottom  of  this  bottle  is  a 
graduated  tube  of  fine  bore.  .  Milk  is  poured  in  and 
allowed  to  stay  for  twenty-four  hours.  At  the  end  of 
this  time  the  small  bottle  is  removed,  and  the  sediment 
— generally  sand  and  vegetable  fibre — is  packed  down  by 
means  of  .a  centrifuge.  The  amount  of  sediment  is 
measured  by  means  of  the  graduations  on  the  glass  tube. 

Leicester 

Two  attractive  window-shows  are  on  view  in  the  city 
at  the  present  time.  Mr.  F.  H.  Clark's  display  depicts 
trucks  carrying  the  ingredients  of  a  well-known  food 
into  a  factory,  and  that  of  J.  Young  and  Sons  draws 
attention  by  an  exhibit  of  wireless  apparatus. 

Leicester  chemists  again  claimed  a  considerable  portion 
of  -  the  awards  offered  by  J.  W.  Lightbown  and  Sons  in 
connection  with  the  "Grips"  pastilles  competition 
(C.  <L-  D.,  January  13,  page  4),  Messrs.  H.  A.  Martin 
and  G.  E.  Marfitt  gaining  £25  (second  prize)  and  £5 
respectively. 


Liverpool 

Mr.  A.  G.  Morum  (R.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  is  enjoying 
a  vacation  at  Cannes. 

All  the  retiring  members  of  council  have  been  nominated- 
for  re-election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'   Association  on   January  31. 

Francis  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  druggists'  '  sundries- 
men,  are  opening  a  showroom  in  the  central  block  of 
School  Lane,  now  open  to  Church  Street. 

In  connection  with  the  contemplated  sale  of  the  site 
of  the  Brownlow  Hill  Poor  Law  Institution,  a  large 
addition  to  the  University  of  Liverpool  is  forecast. 

"  Liverpool  capital,"  writes  a  contributor,  "  has  been 
invested  in  a  London  firm  which  is  putting  on  the  market 
a  new  aqueous  solution  containing  45  per  cent,  of  pure 
sulphur. " 

"  The  Relation  of  Welfare  Work  to  Outside  Organisa- 
tions "  ^  formed  the  subject  of  a  thoughtful  article  by 
Miss  K.  E.  Wilkinson  (employment  manager,  Ayrton, 
Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  in  a  recent  issue  of  "  Welfare

The  "Liverpool  Daily  Post  and  Mercury  "  lately  pub- 
lished a  commercial  supplement  with  portraits,  pictures, 
and  maps,  which  has  won  general  encomiums.  Mr. 
W.  H.  Saunders  set  an  example,  which  has  been  widely 
followed,  of  posting  copies  to  merchants  in  distant  parts 
of  the  world.

The  name  of  the 
victim  of  the  overdose  in  the  case  reported  (C.  <£•  D., 
January  13,  p.  33)  should  have  been  transmitted  as 
Charles  Pickering. 

"  Cakes  and  health  "  is  the  heading  of  a  note  in  a 
lo:al  newspaper.  A  late  alderman,  a  notable  wit,  who 
passed  hence  at  an  advanced  age,  used  to  relate  with  gusto 
that  he  believed  he  tided  over,  in  his  70th  year,  a  crisis 
by  yielding  to  a.  longing  for  home-made  Eccles  cakes ; 
another  octogenarian  ascribed  his  longevity  and  good 
health  to  the  consumption  each  night,  during  his  second 
forty  years,  of  a  cheesecake  !  Parkin  appears  to  have- 
escaped  mention. 

Liverpool,  apparently,  could  far  exceed  Leicester 
(C.  &  D.,  January  13,  p.  38)  in  records  of  long  service.

— It  is  announced  by  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  that,  on  January  1,  the  average  level  of  retail 
prices  of  all  commodities  taken  into  account  in  Ministry 
of  Labour  statistics  was  about  78  per  cent,  above  that  of 
July,  1914,  as  compared  with  80  per  cent,  on  December  1, 
1922,  and  176  per  cent,  on  November  1,  1920. 

Staff  festivities. — The  staff  of  Bleasdale,  Ltd.,  manu- 
facturing chemists,  York,  held  their  annual  dinner, 
followed  by  a  smoking  concert,  recently.  Councillor 
Arthur  Humphreys  (managing  director)  presided. — About 
ninety  guests  and  members  of  the  staff  of  Boots,  Ltd., 
Wakefield,  took  part  in  the  recent  annual  whist-drive 
and  dance. 

False-pretences  case. — At  Blackburn,  on  January  15, 
Charles  Edwards,  Pendlebury  Lane,  Haigh,  was  fined 
£5  for  obtaining  from  two  local  confectioners  the  sums  of 
£2  4s.  and  £1  7s.  by  false  pretences.  It  was  stated  for 
the  prosecution  that  the  accused  offered  these  traders 
bottles  of  embrocation  for  sale,  promising  terms  which 
he  failed  to  fulfil. 

Drug-traffic  cases. — At  Middlesbrough,  on  January 
12,  Gertrude  Parks,  a  nurse,  was  fined  £100  for  being 
in  unlawful  possession  of  190  gr.  of  cocaine. — For  supply- 
ing cocaine  to  a  Chinaman.  Cyril  Goodge,  alias  "  Miss 
Ingles,"  was  sentenced  at  Stoke-on-Trent  on  January  12 
to  four  months'  hard  labour  :  5  oz.  of  cocaine  was  found 
in  his  possession. 

Memorial  unveiled. — A  memorial  window  to  the 
memorv  of  the  members  of  the  staff  of  Oxo,  Ltd.,  London, 

E.  G.,  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  war,  was  unveiled 
in  Southwark  Cathedral,  on  January  11,  in  the  presence 
of  several  directors  and  the  staffs  of  the  head  office, 
factory,  wharf,  and  warehouse.  The  window  consists  of 
four  panels  of  stained  glass,  with  a  suitable  inscription 
below. 

"  For  racehorses." — At  Croydon  Police  Court,  on 
January  17,  John  Jacobs  was  sentenced  to  six  months' 
imprisonment  in  the  second  division  for  unlawfully  obtain- 
ing 24  5-gr.  tablets  of  morphine.  It  was  stated  that  he 
had  on  eleven  occasions  obtained  morphine  on  the  strength 
of  prescriptions  written  out  by  himself,  and  signed 
"  M.R.C.V.S."  after  his.  name,  alleging  that  the  drug 
was  required  professionally  for  treatment  of  racehorses.

Mr.  Robert  Dickson,  D.B.O.A.,  chemist  and  druggist, 
116  New  City  Road,  Glasgow,  has  qualified  for  the  Fellow- 
ship Diploma  of  the  British  Optical  Association. 

Among  the  names  that  have  been  added  to  the  Com- 
mission of  Peace  for  the  county  of  Berwick  are  Mr. 
R.  A.  Mclvor,  chemist  and  druggist,  Eyemouth,  and 
Mr.  J.  H.  Scroggie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Lauder. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hawick,  has 
presented  a  photograph  of  an  interesting  incident  in  con- 
nection with  the  opening  of  Hexham  Abbey,  on  the 
occasion  of  its  completion  and  restoration,  to  Hawick 
Town  Council. 

Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  Ph.C,  Aberdeen,  has  presented  a 
report  to  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society  on 
investigations  carried  out  among  horses  suffering  from 
what  is  known  as  "  grass  sickness."  The  results  con- 
clusively prove,  says  Dr.  Tocher,  that  grass  sickness  is 
botulism.  Horses  should  therefore  be  protected  by 
inoculation  with  the  preventive  serum  which  is  now  avail- 
able on  a  commercial  basis. 

In  the  course  of  a  report  on  the  circumstances  attending 
the  deaths  from  botulism  at  Loch  Maree  recently,  Dr. 
G.  R.  Leighton  states  that  there  are  several  strains,  and 
possibly  varieties,  of  the  bacillus  botulinus,  having  in 
all  probability  various  degrees  of  resistance  to  destruc- 
tive agencies  such  as  heat.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the 
temperature  to  which  the  container  is  subjected  depends 
on  whether  it  is  composed  of  glass  or  tin,  as  generally 
the  former  type  could  not  be  heated  above  boiling-point, 
sterilisation  at  which  temperature  cannot  be  certain  of 
destroying  some  pathogenic  spores,  without  a  great  many 
being  broken.  The  public,  unfortunately,  prefer  to  buy 
preserved  foods  in  glass  containers,  partly  owing  to  the 
superior  appearance  and  also  because  there  is  no  danger 
of  metallic  poisoning.  Given  good  tins,  however,  these 
containers  have  every  advantage  over  the  glass  ones.  The 
whole  solution  of  prevention  of  botulism  in  preserved 
foods  is  a  question  of  efficient  sterilisation. 

Dundee 

The  growth  of  film  photography  formed  the  subject 
of  a  lecture  by  Mr.  G.  Forbes  Johnston,  chemist  and 
druggist  (Forbest,  Ltd.),  Broughty  Ferry,  on  January  11, 
before  the  members  of  the  Dundee  and  East  of  Scotland 
Photographic  Association.  The  lecture  was  appreciated 
by  a  large  audience. 

The  Scottish  Board  of  Health  has  dismissed  the  appeal 
by  Dr.  Robert  Miller  against  the  decision  of  Dundee 
Insurance  Committee  to  surcharge  him  £6  for  excessive 
prescribing  during  February  1922,  and  has  also  dismissed 
his  appeal  against  a  surcharge  of  £3  3s.  for  excessive 
prescribing  of  malt  and  oil  during  December  1921. 

Edinburgh 

In  the  replay  of  the  first  round  tie  for  the  Master 
Grocers'  football  cup  Pharmacy  defeated  Corstorphine 
Wednesday  by  three  goals  to  one. 

Mr.  W.  Jackson  Young,  F.R.C.V.S.,  Leamington 
Terrace,  has  been  appointed  Divisional  Inspector  for 
Scotland  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Mr.  Young  was  educated  at  George  Watson's  College  and 
the  Royal  (Dick)  Veterinary  College,  where  he  graduated 
as  M.R.C.V.S.  in  1905.

North  Irish  Pharmacists' 
Association 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Irish  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  recently  in  the  rooms  of  the  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland,  Waring  Street,  Belfast, 
Mr.  J.  Dundee  presiding  over  a  large  attendance. 
Apologies  were  received  from  Messrs.  J.  C.  Culbert,  James 
Guiler,  H.  Nesbitt,  and  H.  Lancashire,  J. P.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Hon.  Sec.  (Mr.  Culbert),  the  President 
called  upon  Mr.  A.  Morris  to  read  the  minutes  of  the 
last  annual  meeting,  which  were  passed  unanimously. 
Arising  out  of  the  minutes,  Mr.  A.  W.  Mann  spoke  in 
appreciative  terms  of  the  ambulance  class  inaugurated 
by  this  Association,  and  gave  a  general  outline  of  work 
accomplished.  Mr.  J.  A.  Bingham  supported  Mr.  Mann's 
remarks.  A  lengthy  discussion  on  the  proposed  abolition 
of  the  registered  druggists'  examination  took  place  as  the 
result  of  a  question  put  by  Mr.  Hudson,  and  supported 
by  Mr.  McDowell,  who  at  the  outset  proposed  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : —  . 

That  this  Association  strenuously  opposes  any  legislation 
whereby  chemists  and  druggists  would  become  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  by  passing  a  modified  examination,  and, 


furthermore, .  that  this  Association  considers  it  necessary  in 
the  interests  of  pharmacy,  and  the  public  in  general,  that 
no  departure  from  the  standard  of  the  licence  examination 
at  present  constituted  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Lyons  seconded  the  resolution.  Mr.  McDonald 
and  others  .  having  spoken,  Mr.  Wilson  replied 
to  Mr.  McDowell's  resolution,  saying  that  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  had  been  appointed 
to  take  evidence  and  explore  the  subject  fully,  this 
committee  to  report  to  the  Council.  When  his  evidence 
was  put  before  the  Council  it  would  receive  the  closest 
examination.  In  any  case,  nothing  would  be  done 
towards  qualifying  registered  druggists  until  after  a 
referendum  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  had  been 
taken.  After  that  a  serious  question  arose  — Had  the 
Council  legal  power  to  do  anything  in  the  matter  ?  Mr. 
Bingham  emphasised  Mr.  Wilson's  remarks,  and  explained 
that  the  interest  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  were 
quite  safe  in  the  '  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Mr.  Todd 
recommended  leaving  things  as  they  are,  and  was  of 
opinion  that  if  the  registered  druggists'  examination  was 
abolished  we  would  be  going  backward  instead  of  forward. 
Eventually  an  amendment  to  the  resolution  was  proposed 
by  Mr.  McKnight  : 

That  we  call  upon  our  representatives  in  the  Council, 
and  also  upon  the  Council  generally  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  phar- 
maceutical chemists,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent,  to  each  of  our  representatives  and  also  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

Mr.  Todd  seconded,  and  the  amendment  was 
passed.  The  financial  report  read  by  the  Treasurer 
(Mr.  Wilson)  showed  a  substantial  credit  balance. 
Mr.  McKnight  proposed  the  adoption  of  the.' 
report.  Mr.  Todd  seconded,  and  it  was  passed  unani- 
mously. The  dispensing  schedule  was  next  discussed. 
The  President  read  letters  of  complaint  from  a  few  country 
members  as  to  prescriptions  received  by  them  from 
Belfast,  with  Belfast  chemists'  stamps  on  them,  but  not- 
coded.  The  President  said  that  some  people  forgot  the 
state  of  chaos  that  existed  before  the  North  Irish 
Pharmacists'  Association  took  up  the  work  of  reorganising 
the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association,  a  work  that 
proved  so  successful  that  they  were  encouraged  to  arrange 
a  dispensing  schedule  and  a  coding  arrangement  which 
for  years  worked  well.  Latterly,  however,  some  members 
had  dropped  the  code  without  reducing  the  price,  and 
this,  reacting  on  the  members,  caused  them  to  not  only 
stop  coding,  but  to  cut  price  as  well.  The  price-cutting 
was  not  so  very  serious  up  to  the  present,  but  was 
spreading,  and  unless  strong  action  was  taken  would 
eventually  lead  to  a  complete  collapse  of  the  present 
arrangement.  As  members  of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade 
Association  they  had  to  sign  an  agreement  to  observe  all 
the  prices  issued  by  that  Association,  patents,  drugs, 
sundries  and  dispensing,  and  if  they  did  not  keep  the 
dispensing  arrangement  it  would  automatically  cause 
their  being  denied  all  the  benefits  of  the  Ulster  Retail 
Drug  Trade  Association.  After  a  long  discussion,  in 
which  many  members  paid  tributes  to  the  benefits 
received  from  the  North  Irish  Pharmacists'  Association 
through  this  dispensing  schedule,  and  deploring  the 
present  state  of  affairs,  the  following  resolution  was 
carried  unanimously,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bingham, 
seconded  by  Mr.  McDowell  :  "  That  this  Association 
emphatically  decides  to  uphold  the  schedule,  and  directs 
that  the  attention  of  the  LLR.D.T.A.  be  drawn  to  the 
prevalence  of  cutting  and  non-coding  of  prescriptions, 
and  recommends  the  appointment  of  a  pharmaceutical 
committee  to  interview  the  delinquents  and  take  such 
other  steps  as  may  be  necessary." 

Election  of  Officers 
Mr.  Dundee  thanked  the  members  for  the  honour  done 
him  and  the  help  rendered  to  him  during  his  year  of 
office,  and  proposed  Mr.  M.  McDonald,  Donegall  Street, 
as  President  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  Bingham,  and  carried  unanimously.  The  other  officers 
were  elected  as  follows  :  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  Morris  ; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  Wilson;  Auditors,  Mr;  Jas.  Guiler  and 
Mr.  D.  Henderson.  All  the  remaining  members,  of  the 
Association  are,  by  the  rules,  members  of  committee. 
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Legal  Reports 

"  C.  &  D."  Copyright  Action. — The  action  was  men- 
tioned in  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  January  16, 
before  Lord  Blackburn,  in  which  Morgan  Brothers 
(Publishers),  Ltd.,  42  Cannon  Street,  London,  seek  to 
interdict  Alexander  Murray,  255  Albert  Road,  Pollok- 
shields,  Glasgow,  from  infringing  any  copyright  of  the 
complainers  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Retail  Price 
List.  The  action  was  previously  heard  by  Lord  Murray 
in  the  Bill  Chamber,  who  passed  the  note  of  suspension 
and  interdict,  and  refused  interim  interdict.  The  case  has 
now  been  transferred  to  Lord  Blackburn,  and  it  came 
before  his  Lordship  on  the  adjustment  roll.  Mr.  Patrick, 
advocate  for  the  complainers,  moved  his  Lordship  to  grant 
a  fortnight's  continuation,  and  this  was  granted. 

A  Successful  Defence. — At  Taunton,  on  January  10,  Mr. 
Henry  Richard  Duncan,  chemist  and  druggist,  East 
Reach.  Taunton,  appeared  before  the  borough  magistrates 
in  answer  to  a  summons  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  for  having  sold  spirit  of  chloroform  deficient  in 
chloroform  to  the  extent  of  61.4  per  cent.  A  police  officer 
stated  that  he  visited  the  defendant's  premises,  and  asked 
to  be  supplied  with  6  oz.  of  spirit  of  chloroform,  for  which 
he  paid  4s. — Cross-examined,  Mr.  Duncan  said  he  knew 
the  reason  for  which  the  samples  were  required.  Witness 
also  purchased  zinc  ointment,  tincture  of  iodine,  cream  of 
tartar,  etc.  No  complaint  was  made  as  to  the  other  things. 
Mr.  Ivor  Jones,  the  solicitor  defending,  stated  that  his 
client  had  been  a  chemist  for  over  20  years.  He  came 
before  the  Bench  with  an  absolutely  clean  record.  Defen- 
dant would  state  that  spirit  of  chloroform  was  not  sold 
over  the  counter  or  asked  for  without  a  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion. Mr.  Jones  contended  that  in  law  no  offence  had 
been  committed.  There  was  no  statutory  or  common-law 
standard  for  spirit  of  chloroform  sold  over  the  counter. 
The  only  standard  relied  upon  was  that  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  The  spirit  in  question  had  been  kept  for 
some  time,  and  whenever  the  glass  stopper  was  taken  from 
tha  bottle  there  was  bound  to  be  a  certain  amount  of 
evaporation  and  loss  of  strength.  Mr.  Duncan  stated  in 
evidence  that  he  purchased  the  spirit  of  chloroform  from 
a  wholesale  house,  and  had  had  it  for  some  time.  He 
used  it  chiefly  for  his  own  preparations.  It  was  a  thing 
never  demanded  by  the  public,  and  would  not  be  supplied 
without  a  doctor's  prescription.  It  was  a  physical  impos- 
sibility to  make  spirit  of  chloroform  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  instructions  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
for  it  to  contain  the  percentage  of  chloroform  they  gave. 
Mr.  Broomhead,  prosecuting  :  Do  you  suggest  that  the 
Biitish  Pharmacopoeia  is  wrong? — No,  I  say  that  there 
is  no  test  given  for  the  finished  product,  and  that  owing 
to  chloroform  being  so  volatile  and  evaporation  60  great 
there  would  not  be  the  percentage,  having  regard  to  the 
quantities  given  in  the  book.  The  Bench  having  retired 
to  consider  their  verdict,  the  Mayor  announced  that  the 
case  would  be  dismissed. 

Medicine  Stamp  Act  Case.— At  Mansion  House  Police 
Court,  London,  on  January  16,  the  Lord  Mayor  gave  his 
reserved  decision  in  the  interesting  case  in  which  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  issued  three  sum- 
monses against  William  Bredt,  wholesale  merchant,  10 
Fenchurch  Avenue,  E.C.,  for  selling  bromural  tablets 
and  styptol  tablets  without  having  thereon  the  patent- 
medicine  stamp  (C.  Jk  D.,  January  13,  p.  41).  In  defence, 
Mr.  Bredt's  counsel  pleaded  that  his  goods  were 
expressly  excepted  in  the  words  of  the  Schedule  "  Foreign 
medicines  of  all  kinds  except  drugs."  The  Excise  there- 
upon issued  three  new  summonses  against  the  defendant 
charging  him  with  selling  "  foreign  medicines  "  without 
having  thereon  the  requisite  medicine  stamp.  The  Lord 
Mayor  dismissed  the  first  three  summonses,  but  imposed  a 
fine  on  each  of  the  second  three  summonses.  The  Lord 
Mayor  stated  that  he  would  facilitate  an  appeal,  and  at 
the  defendant's  request  promised  to  state  a  case  for  the 
superior  court.  The  judgment  of  the  Lord  Mayor  was 
as  follows  : — ■ 

By  the   Stamp  Duties  on  Medicines  Act  of  1812, 

"  foreign  medicines  of  all   kinds,  except  drugs,"  are 

liable  to  duty.       In    this    case    the    defendant  has 


admittedly  sold  tablets  made  in  Germany  without  the 
stamp  label  affixed.  The  question  I  have  to  decide  is 
whether  those  tablets  are  drugs  excepted  from  duty. 
The  bromural  sold  by  the  defendant  consists  of  60  per 
cent,  of  a  foreign  drug  and  40  per  cent,  of  starch.  The 
styptol  sold  by  the  defendant  consists  of  55  per  cent, 
of  another  foreign  drug,  and  of  45  per  cent,  of  starch. 
The  starch  has  no  medicinal  effect.  In  each  case  the 
two  ingredients  in  the  form  of  powder  are  merged 
together  by  pressure  into  tablets  convenient  for  admin- 
istration, and  in  each  tablet  the  amount  of  the  drug 
is  the  minimum,  ordinarily  prescribed.  For  the 
defence  it  has  been  ably  argued  that  although  in  that 
form  they  still  are  exempt  from  duty  as  foreign  drugs. 
On  behalf  of  the  Customs  it  is  submitted  that  the  drug3 
so  made  into  tablets  become  medicines  and  cease  to 
be  drugs  within  the  meaning  of  the  exception.  After 
careful  consideration  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  these  tablets  are  medicines  and  not  drugs  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.  I  therefore  convict  the  defen- 
dant, but  as  I  am  of  opinion  that  he  may  have  thought 
'  that  he  was  acting  rightly,  I  will  impose  a  mitigated 
penalty  of  £2  in  each  case,  and  will  allow  5  guineas 
costs  in  each  case — a  total  fine  of  £6,  and  of  costs 
15  guineas. 

The  defendant  gave  the  usual  notice  of  intention  to 
appeal. 

Insurance  Dispensing  Case. — At  Marlborough  Street 
Police  Court,  London,  on  January  11,  Max  Schliephak, 
Ltd.,  Charlotte  Street,  W.l,  were  summoned  for  selling 
a  quantity  of  mistura  potassii  bromidi  which  contained 
44  per  cent,  in  excess  of  potassium  bromide.  Mr.  Ricketts 
prosecuted,  a.nd  the  defendants  were  represented  by  Mr. 
C.  H.  Kirby.  Mr.  Ricketts  explained  that  the  proceed- 
ings were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  St.  Pancras  Council 
uider  Section  7  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875.  The 
National  Health  Insurance  Committee  had  requested 
St.  Pancras  Council,  and  possibly  other  similar  bodies, 
to  test  the  care  with  which  prescriptions  were  made  up 
by  chemists  making  up  prescriptions  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  of  the  Committee.  The  London  Insurance 
Committee  had  a  Pharmacopoeia  printed  and  published. 
This  particular  article  was  for  the  purpose  of  inducing 
sleep,  and  if  there  was  an  excess  it  was  rather  a  serious 
matter.  The  authorities  never  took  official  samples  until 
unofficial  samples  had  been  examined  and  found  wanting. 
Mr.  Kirby  said  he  need  not  trouble  the  magistrate  any 
further  than  to  point  out  that  the  excess  was  due  to  an 
accident,  and  not  done  intentionally.  The  magistrate, 
however,  suggesed  that  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Kirby 
did  not  quite  settle  the  matter.  Mr.  Kirby,  for  the 
defence,  stated  that  the  medicine  was  made  up  by  the 
manager  of  the  business,  who  unfortunately  relied  on  his 
memory  instead  of  looking  at  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Accord- 
ing to  his  recollection  this  particular  mixture  should 
contain  20  gr.  to  the  Jss.,  and  that  was  in  fact  th* 
case  in  the  previous  edition  of  the  book,  on  which  the 
present  edition  was  based.  Mr.  Strong,  the  manager  in 
question,  was  practically  running  the  shop  alone,  his 
colleague  being  laid  up  with  a  broken  leg.  Defendants 
had  been  on  the  panel  ever  since  it  was  instituted,  and 
were  in  business  a  considerable  time  before  that.  The 
magistrate  asked  Dr.  T.  Shadick  Higgins,  the  medical 
officer  of  health  for  St.  Pancras,  a  number  of  questions, 
and  in  his  replies  the  doctor  said  that  the  mixture 
would  have  a  more  profound  sedative  effect  than  the 
doctor  who  had  prescribed  it  would  desire.  The  chemist 
who  supplied  it  would  not  benefit  financially.  In  answer 
to  Mr.  Kirby,  Dr.  Higgins  admitted  that  a  mere  varia- 
tion in  the  size  of  the  bottle  might  account  for  a  difference 
in  the  quantity  of  the  drug  supplied.  The  magistrate 
said  that  the  excess  in  this  case  seemed  a  small  matter, 
but  there  appeared  to  have  been  a  considerable  amount 
of  carelessness  displayed.  Of  course,  as  against  that, 
if  the  matter  had  been  a  very  important  one  and  the 
ingredients  possessed  da.ngerous  qualities,  the  chemist 
would  probably  have  been  more  careful.  Still,  taking  the 
case  on  general  grounds,  it  seemed  there  must  have  been 
a  considerable  amount  of  carelessness,  and  defendants 
would  be  fined  £5,  with  10s.  6d.  costs. 
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Sale  of  Chemists'  Shops. — A  dispute  over  the  sale  of  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  carried  on  by  the 
plaintiffs,  Charles  Midgley,  Ltd.,  at  Exchange  Street 
and  Mosley  Street,  Manchester,  came  before  Mr.  Justice 
Eve  in  the  Chancery  Division,  London,  on  January  17, 
■when  he  heard  an  action  brought  against  Taylors  Drug 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Burley  Hill,  Leeds,  asking  for  specific  per- 
formance of  an  agreement  to  purchase  the  business. 
There  was  a  counterclaim  by  defendants  for  a  declaration 
that  they  were  not  bound  to  take  over  the  stock,  and  for 
damages  for  alleged  breach  of  implied  warranty.  Mr. 
Clayton,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  John  Bennett  represented 
plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Tomlin,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Stamp  the 
defendants.  Mr.  Clayton  said  the  agreement  was  dated 
June  23,  1921,  and  the  consideration  for  the  purchase  was 
£1,000  for  the  goodwill.  The  stock  was  to  be  taken  at 
valuation,  the  book  debts  at  their  face  value,  and  £1,650 
was  to  be  paid  for  the  lease  of  the  premises  in  Exchange 
Street.  Of  the  total  sum  £200  was  to  be  paid  on  the 
signing  of  the  agreement,  £1,800  on  delivery  of  possession 
of  No.  4  Exchange  Street,  and  the  balance  within  fourteen 
days  after  the  valuation  had  been  made.  Possession  of 
4  Exchange  Street  was  to  be  given  on  July  4,  1921,  and 
of  90  Mosley  Street  on  July  10.  Defendants  took 
possession  on  the  agreed  dates,  and  paid  the  £200  and 
the  £1,800,  but  had  paid  nothing  since.  They  refused  to 
proceed  with  the  valuation,  and  their  defence  was  that 
during  the  negotiations  and  prior  to  the  signing  of  the 
agreement  plaintiffs  dumped  down  stock  on  the  premises 
so  as  to  swell  the  purchase  money  to  be  paid.  Plaintiffs 
were  wholesale  and  retail  chemists  carrying  on  their 
wholesale  business  at  City  Road,  Manchester,  with  an 
office  at  4  Exchange  Street,  and  defendants  carried  on 
business  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  various  parts  of  the 
country.  Mr.  Clayton  added  that  on  September  5 
defendants  wrote  objecting  to  the  amount  of  stock  found 
on  the  premises,  and  stating  that  in  November  1920  large 
quantities  of  goods  were  rushed  into  the  premises  and 
the  stock  increased  to  an  abnormal  amount.  This 
scandalous  accusation  was  repudiated  by  the  plaintiffs.  In 
further  correspondence  defendants  asked  how  plaintiffs 
could  sugges't  that  any  retail  chemist  out  of  a  lunatic 
asylum  would  have  given  orders  for  some  of  the  articles 
specified  in  the  middle  of  the  summer,  and  they  further 
alleged  that  some  of  the  goods  had  been  rewrapped  in 
order  to  make  them  appear  to  be  new  stock.  This  allega- 
tion was  likewise  denied  by  plaintiffs.  Mr.  Tomlin  said 
defendants  wished  to  carry  out  the  agreement  as  soon  as 
possible,  but  they  said  that  after  it  was  apparent  the 
stock  was  to  be  valued  plantiffs  sent  to  the  shops  a  mass 
of  material  which  was  either  unsuitable  for  the  business 
or  in  such  quantities  that  no  chemist  in  his  senses  would 
have  stocked  it.  Counsel  instanced  a  large  number  of 
hot-water  bottles,  which  chemists  did  not  stock  in  summer, 
foot  powder  for  soldiers,  an  ancient  and  well-designed 
brand  for  which  there  was  no  demand,  and  995  tins  of 
face  powder.  It  was  clear  that  plaintiffs  adopted  this 
method  to  get  rid  of  a  large  mass  of  useless  material 
which  they  could  not  dispose  of  otherwise.  The  hearing 
was  adjourned.

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Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  Theopilus  Morgan  Davis,  6  St.  Martin's  Street, 
London,  W.C.,  and  formerly  of  225  Lewisham  High  Road, 
S.E.,  chemists'  manager.  The  receiving  order  in  this 
Case  was  made  on  December  21  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court,  and  the  first  meeting  of  creditors  was  held 
recently  before  the  senior  official  receiver.  It  transpired 
that  from  1913  to  March  1919  the  debtor  acted  as  manager 
Of  a  chemist's  business  at  225  Lewisham  High  Road, 
owned  by  his  wife.  At  the  latter  date,  at  the  request 
of  his  brother  (who  was  a  trustee  under  the  will  of  their 
father),  the  debtor  took  over  the  management  of  J.  M. 
Davis  &  Son,  Ltd.,  chemists,  37-38  Coventry  Street,  W. 
He  had  asserted  that  he  greatly  improved  the  quality 
and  quantity  of  the  company's  business,  but  since  the 
slump  of  1920  it  had  steadily  declined.  The  debtor 
estimated  his  liabilities  at  £5,800,  of  which  £4,500  was 
stated  to  be  a  contingent  liability,  and  valued  his  assets 
at  £80,  the  failure  being  ascribed  to  law  costs.  In  the 
absence  of  any  offer  the  case  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Official  receiver. 

Re  George  Theophilus  Ascoli  (trading  as  Ascott's  Drug 
Stores) ,  13  Prince  of  Wales  Road,  Kentish  Town,  London, 
N.W. — A  sitting  of  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  was 
held  on  January  17  before  Mr.  Registrar  Hope  for  the 
public  examination  of  this  debtor.  The  receiving  order 
was  made  on  January  31  upon  the  petition  of  creditors, 
the  act  of  bankruptcy  being  that  the  debtors,  the  said 
Ascott's  Drug  Stores,  at  a  meeting  of  their  creditors  held 
on  January  4,  gave  notice  to  their  creditors  that  they  had 
suspended  payment  of  their  debts.  An  order  of  adjudica- 
tion was  made  against  George  Theophilus  Ascoli  on 
February  3,  1922.  He  subsequently  lodged  accounts 
showing  liabilities  £4,733,  against  assets  valued  at  £372. 
Replying  to  Mr.  E.  Parke,  Official  Receiver,  the  debtor 
stated  that  for  the  ipast  forty-eight  years  he  had  been 
employed  as  a  compositor.  In  April  1920  he  purchased 
for  £546  from  the  trustee  under  a  deed  of  assignment 
executed  by  his  son  George  a  wholesale  and  retail 
drug  business  which  had  previously  been  carried  on  by 
the  latter  at  13  Prince  of  Wales  Road,  under  the  style 
of  "Ascott's  Drug  Stores."  At  that  time  his  son  owed 
him  £300,  which  he  had  advanced  for  the  purposes  of  the 
business.  The  Official  Receiver:  Why  did  yon,  a  com- 
positor, buy  this  business  ?  The  debtor  said  it  was  to 
give  his  son  a  chance  in  life.  It  was  true  that  the 
business  had  been  a  failure,  but  a  former  manager  was 
blamed  for  that  state  of  things.  He  (debtor)  had  no 
knowledge  of  that  class  of  business,  so  he  put  his  son 
in  sole  charge  as  manager  at  a  salary  of  £5  a  week.  It 
was  arranged  that  his  son  should  account  for  and  pay 
over  any  profits  made  either  to  witness  or  his  wife;  his 
son  had  never  so  accounted,  but,  as  witness  understood, 
had  made  certain  payments  to  his  mother.  Witness  could 
not  state  the  amount  of  those  payments,  and  in  fact 
he  knew  very  little  about  it,  as  he  had  not  taken  much 
interest  in  the  business.  The  Official  Receiver :  Although 
you  put  up  £546  with  which  to  purchase  it  ?  The  debtor 
said  he  did  not  provide  the  £546.  It  was  a  family 
concern,  and  the  money  was  taken  from  the  post  office, 
where  it  had  been  standing  in  his  wife's  name.  Pressed 
to  state  how  much  the  son  had  paid  to  his  mother,  the 
debtor  said  he  heard  at  first  that  it  was  £800,  but  subse- 
quently he  was  told  that  £400  was  nearer  the  mark,  and 
he  understood  that  his  son  afterwards  borrowed  the  money 
back  again.  He  (debtor)  knew  nothing  of  those  transac- 
tions, and  did  not  want  to  know  anything  regarding  them. 
The  Official  Receiver :  And  yet  you  were  the  proprietor 
of  the  business  ?  The  debtor :  Well,  it  was  a  sinecure 
proprietorship.  (Laughter.)  Continuing,  the  debtor  said 
he  had  his  own  business  to  attend  to,  and  did  not  at  the 
time  realise  t%it  he  was  responsible  for  the  debts  of  this 
business.  He  had  never  handled  any  of  the  money  or 
goods  belonging  to  it.  Witness  attributed  his  insolvency 
to  his  son  having  neglected  the  business  and  having  lived 
extravagantly  and  drawn  from  the  business  moneys  far  in 
excess  of  his  salary.  Asked  how  he  became  aware  of 
those  facts,  the  debtor  replied  that  he  founded  them  upon 
what  his  son  told  him  when  the  crash  came.    Books  of 


account  were  kept  in  the  business,  but  he  understood 
that  all  the  books  and  papers  were  lost  by  his  son  in  a 
tramcar  between  Westminster  and  Blackfriars.  His  son 
was  taking  them  to  Mr.  Parkin  Stanley  Booth,  the 
trustee  under  the  bankruptcy.  The  Official  Receiver  asked 
what  the  son  could  have  been  doing  on  a  tramcar 
between  Westminster  and  Blackfriars  if  he  was  taking 
the  books  from  Kentish  Town  to  the  trustee's  offices  in 
Holborn  Viaduct  ?  The  debtor  said  he  could  not  be 
expected  to  answer  a  question  like  that,  but  he 
supposed  the  tramcar  was  in  the  Line  of  route. 
He  agreed  that  the  insolvency  was  in  a  measure 
due  to  his  own  negligence  and  lack  of  supervision,  but 
he  pointed  out  that  the  only  way  was  to  let  his  son  have 
sole  control  of  the  business.  Witness  realised  in  the 
middle  of  1921  that  it  was  insolvent  and  he  agreed  that 
debts  to  a  considerable  extent  had  since  been  incurred. 
Being  pressed  by  creditors  in  December  1921  he  con- 
sulted Mr.  Booth,  who  called  a  meeting  of  the  creditors 
and  offered  them  a  composition ;  the  offer  was  refused, 
and  the  creditors  asked  him  to  file  his  petition.  The 
Official  Receiver  :  Why  did  you  not  do  it,  instead  of 
waiting  until  a  creditotr  instituted  'proceedings  ?  The 
debtor  said  he  did  not  want  to  become  a  bankrupt.  He 
*  had  filed  cash  and  goods  accounts,  but  knew  nothing 
about  them.  In  November  last  his  son  was  arrested  with 
others  on  an  excise  charge,  and  he  had  since 
been  convicted.  Police  inquiries  led  them  to  discover 
that  his  son  had  used  premises  at  Haverstock  Hill,  and 
a  search  there  led  to  their  finding  a  quantity  of  chemists' 
sundries,  some  office  furniture  which  had  been  at  Prince 
of  Wales  Road,  and  certain  correspondence.  The  goods 
had  been  returned,  and  witness  knew  nothing  either  of 
thos5!  premises,  except  that  his  younger  son  had  a  garage 
there,  or  of  basement  apartments  which  it  was  alleged  his 
son  George  had  rentea  at  Croydon.  Replying  to  Mr. 
E.  W.  Hansell,  who  appeared  for  the  trustee  and  credi- 
tors, the  debtor  said  the  business  was  managed  and 
carried  on  by  his  son  in  exactly  the  same  way  both  before 
and  after  the  purchase  in  April,  1920.  The  banking 
account  was  in  the  name  of  Ascott's  Drug  Stores,  and 
his  son  signed  the  cheques.  The  examination  was 
concluded.

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Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  Council  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Russell, 
London,  W.C.,  on  January  11,  Mr.  Philip  F.  Rowsell  in 
the  chair.  Before  the  commencement  of  formal  business 
the  chairman  extended  a  hearty  welcome  to  Mr.  H.  H. 
Marshall,  the  new  member  of  the  retail  section. 

Council  election. — The  secretary  reported  the  result 
of  the  Council  election  (announced  in  the  C.  Jb  D., 
December  30,  1922,  p.  920). 

War  Savings  Certificates. — The  Committee  reported 
that  the  Association  has  the  sum  of  £1,000  on  deposit 
account,  and  recommended  that  an  attempt  be  made  to 
purchase,  if  the  authorities  permit,  £500  War  Savings 
Certificates. 

Glaxo. — The  Committee  reported  that  a  copy  of  the 
following  resolution,  passed  by  the  retail  section,  had 
been  sent  to  Messrs.  Glaxo  : — 

That  this  meeting  of  the  retail  section  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
regrets  the  position  that  has  arisen  with  reference  to  Glaxo, 
and  asks,  now  that  the  company  had  decided  to  maintain 
an  adequate  retail  price  for  their  article,  that  the  company 
shculd  again  consider  the  question  of  protecting  Glaxo 
through  the  P.A.T.A.,  allowing  to  the  wholesalers  such 
profit  as  will  enable  them  to  distribute. 

The  Executive  Committee  recommended  the  Council  to 
pass  the  following  resolution  : — 

That  the  Council  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Glaxo  Co. 
would  be  pleased  to  consider  proposals  for  reinstating  their 
article  on  the  protected  list,  and  would  suggest  that  the  firm 
reinstate  their  article  on  the  list  on  the  same  terms  to 
wholesalers  and  retailers  as  were  allowed  at  the  time  when 
the  article  was  removed. 

The  secretary  also  reported  that  the  following  resolu- 
tion had  been  passed  by  the  manufacturers'  section,  and 
endorsed  unanimously  by  both  retail  and  wholesale 
sections  on  the  following  day  : — 

That  the  Council  should,  by  resolution,  endorse  the  views 
expiessed  in  the  interview  between  the  editor  of  "  The 
Grocer"  and  the  secretary,  of  the  P.A.T.A.  (published  in 
the  issue  of  "  The  Grocer  "  for  December  16,  1922,  and 
reprinted  in  the  drug-trade  press),  and  should  express 
regret  that  the  proprietors  of  "  Glaxo  "  should  in  their  pro- 
posed private  price-maintenance  scheme  have  seen  fit  to 
reduce  the  total  amount  of  profit  they  allowed  to  distributors 
when  the  article  was  upon  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 

After  a  full  discussion  the  Council  agreed  nem.  con. 
to  adopt  the  resolutions  set  out  in  the  above  report. 
The  report  as  a  whole  was  then  adopted. 

The  secretary  also  reported  that  the  manufacturers' 
section  had  passed  the  following  resolution  : — 

That  the  manufacturers  would  resent  the  adoption  of  any 
course  which  would  tend  to  restrict  the  class  of  distributors, 
10  long  as  the  primary  objects  of  the  P.A.T.A.  are  main- 
tained in  accordance  with  its  well-established  rules  and 
regulations. 

Election  of  officers  for  1923. — In  accordance  with 
custom,  the  President  for  this  year  is  drawn  from  the 
manufacturers'  section.  Mr.  J.  A.  Kenningham  proposed 
the,  election  of  Mr.  J.  A.  South  (J.  Steedman  &  Co.), 
which  proposal  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Keall,  and  sup- 
ported by  Mr.  F.  J.  Smith,  Mr.  J.  Milner,  and  Dr.  A.  J.

Shirtliff  (Western),  Mr.  A.  R.  Keith  (East),  Mi.  T.  Mains 
(Ealing),  Mr.  C.  Andrews  Pratt  (West  Ham),  and  their 
wives.  Others  present  included  a  number  of  ladies,  Pro- 
fessor Greenish,  Messrs.  A.  L.  Higgs,  J.  P.  Ellerington, 
and  several  representatives  of  wholesale  houses.  The 
spur  tables  were  presided  over  by  Miss  Borrowman  and 
Messrs.  Boyes,  Bush,  Gaston,  Loxley,  Mills,  Wells,  Skues, 
and  D.  A.  Rees  (secretary).  The  last-named  proposed 
"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Retail  Pharma- 
cists' Union,"  and  spoke  enthusiastically  of  the  progress 
being  made  in  education  by  the  advent  of  the  proposed 
curriculum,  the  branch  system  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  of  the  good  work,  services  and  help  available 
from  the  R.P.U.,  which  he  described  as  "  a  sturdy 
youngster."  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  in  reply,  mentioned 
that  he  was  a  substitute  for  the  President  of  the  Society, 
Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat.  Sir  William  likened  the  Society 
and  the  Union  to  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  but,  before 
carrying  the  analogy  further,  remarked  that  the  House 
of  Lords  was  the  older.  Both,  too,  he  added,  do  lots 
of  talking,  and  there  is  the  advantage  of  being  able 
to  move  responsibility  from  one  to  the  other.  Last  year 
both  Societies  reached  the  high-water  mark  of  member- 
ship. He  then  paid  tribute  to  the  work  of  Mr.  Mallinson 
and  expressed  pleasure  at  seeing  the  conjoint  toast,  hoping 
that  the  spirit  of  the  toast  will  be  lasting.

Southport  Chemists'  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Southport  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion took  place  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  Southport,  on  Janu- 
ary 9,  Mr.  A.  S.  Rollin,  the  newly-elected  president,  in  the 
chair.  Others  included  in  the  large  attendance  were  Mr. 
A.  H.  Messenger  (ex-president),  Mr.  R.  H.  Wilson  (vice- 
president),  W.  H.  Kendrew  (hon.  secretary),  J.  W.  Gee 
(hon.  treasurer),  Mr.  Moreton  Parry  and  Mr.  H.  0.  Lloyd 
(members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council),  Mr.  W.  H. 
Saunders  (Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Liverpool),  Mr. 
R.  J.  Reynolds  (The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.),  Mr. 
Harold  Barton,  Mr.  J.  Righton,  Mr.  W.  E.  Prescott,  Mr. 
R.  Stirling  McDonald,  and  Mr.  Phillips.  After  the  loyal 
toast,  Mr.  Righton  said  he  had  a  pleasing  duty  to  per- 
form. They  desired  to  take  that  opportunity  of  thank- 
ing Mr.  Messenger,  their  ex-president,  for  all  he  had 
done,  both  from  the  business  and  social  point  of  view, 
for  their  Association  during  the  two  years  he  had  been 
their  president.  In  the  name  of  the  Southport  Chemists' 
Association  he  had  great  pleasure  in  handing  him  (a  case 
of  pipes  and  a  silver  match-box)  a  small  token  of  their 
esteem.  They  sincerely  hoped  that  when  his  ordinary 
day's  work  was  done  he  might  be  privileged  to  enjoy  a 
smoke  with  one  of  the  pipes,  and  that  it  would  remind  him 
of  the  happy  times  they  had  spent  together.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Barton,  in  supporting,  associated  in  their  tribute  Mrs. 
Messenger.  Mr.  Messenger  said,  how  he  was  to  thank 
them  for  the  expression  of  their  regard  for  him  he  did 
not  know.  When  he  took  office  two  years  ago  he  hoped 
that  at  the  end  of  his  term  of  office  they  would  not  only 
be  friends  but  greater  friends.  He  thought  that  presen- 
tation showed  that  hope  had  been  realised.  (Applause.) 
Their  Association,  as  one  of  the  speakers  had  said,  was 
not  only  a  business  association,  but  also  a  social  associa- 
tion. They  had  with  them  that  night  many  young  fellows 
who  hoped  that  in  due  time  they  also  would  be  pharma- 
cists. If  they  were  going  to  keep  those  young  fellows 
together  they  must  do  something  for  them.  (Hear,  hear.) 
When  he  was  an  apprentice  along  with  Mr.  Prescott,  he 
did  not  know  another  young  fellovv  in  the  business  in  the 
town.  That  sort  of  thing  should  not  be,  and  it  was 
for  that  reason  he  encouraged  the  social  side  of  their 
work.  He  was  pleased  to  have  acknowledgment  of  their 
belief  that  he  had  succeeded,  and  he  was  also  glad  of  the 
remembrance  of  his  wife.  Mr.  Morten  Parry  said  the 
object  of  his  visit  was  to  talk  about  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  particularly  about  the  benevolent  work  of 
the  Society.  He  was  proud  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
It  had  a  great  history,  a  great  past,  and  he  believed  it 
■would  have  a  greater  future.  Its  future  would  be  devoted 
mostly  to  education  and  benevolence,  and  he  hoped  bene- 
volence would  play  a  very  large  part  in  that  future.  They 
had  a  great  Benevolent  Fund,  one  of  the  i.  ost  generous 
funds  of  any  organisation  in  this  country.  He  had  never 
known  in  the  ten  years  he  had  been  on  the  Benevolent 
Fund  committee,  a  genuine  application  turned  down,  either 
for  lack  of  funds  or  lack  of  sympathy.  They  were  getting 
some  very  heartbreaking  appeals  for  assistance  at  the 
committee  meetings  month  by  month.  There  was  one 
aspect  of  the  fund  he  desired  to  bring  before  them,  and 
he  was  going  to  ask  them  in  Southport  for  the  first  time  to 
help  in  something  which  was  quite  outside  the  work  of  the 
Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Society.  That  fund  was  confined 
by  Statute  to  chemists,  their  wives,  and  in  another  way 
to  the  orphan  children  of  chemists.  They  got  appeals 
that  could  not  be  legally  helped  out  of  that  fund.  They 
had  as  a  committee  granted  the  secretary  of  the  Society 
every  now  and  again  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  be 
devoted  to  casual  and  urgent  cases  that  came  before  the 
office  without  asking  for   exact  details  of  where  that 


money  had  gone  to.  He  gave  details  of  certain  cases 
that  did  not  come  quite  within  the  official  province  of 
the  fund  They  were,  therefore,  appealing  for  a  small 
fund,  quite  outside  the  Benevolent  Fund,  to  be  sent  to 
the  secretary,  and,  as  they  would  have  seen  by  the  last 
report  of  the  Council  meeting,  they  required  £200  to 
support  that  little  fund.  He  asked  them,  in  contributing 
to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  to  make  that  contribution  to 
that  little  extra  fund  for  the  benefit  of  those  outside 
cases.  He  felt  sure  in  making  that  appeal  he  would 
not  do  it  in  vain.  Mr.  Lloyd  said  it  was  quite  unneces- 
sary as  a  member  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee 
to  add  anything  to  what  Mr.  Parry  had  said.  They 
had  many  applications  from  the  relatives  of  those  who 
had  left  their  mark  on  pharmacy,  and  he  was  sure  it 
was  a  pleasure  to  know  that  any  little  contribution  they 
made  might  go  to  help  such  deserving  cases.  The  extent 
of  the  fund  was  very  wide,  and  it  was  worthy  of  help 
and  deserved  their  support.  He  assured  them  that  every 
penny  sent  was  most  carefully  spent.  Before  the 
collection  was  taken,  the  meeting  decided  to  devote  the 
money  to  the  special  fund,  and  the  collection  taken 
realised  the  sum  of  £11  lis.  Mr.  Barton  proposed  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Parry,  which  Mr.  Wilson  seconded, 
and  Mr.  Parry  replied.  Thanks  were  accorded  the 
artists  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Saunders  and  Mr. 
McDonald ;  and  the  host  was  thanked  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Messenger  and  Mr.  Phillips.

VI.  Inductance 

Having  received  the  alternating    wave  in    aerial  and 
converted  it  into  a  direct  current  with  the  aid  of  the 
crystal,  it  is  necessary,   before  audible   signals  can  be 
received  in  the  telephones,  to  bring  the  set  into  harmony 
or  resonance  with  the   particular    wave-length    of  the 
incoming  signals.    This  might  be  effected  by  indefinitely 
varying  the  length  of  aerial,  but  as  such  a  method  is 
impracticable,  other  means  must  be  adopted  to  enable 
the  instrument  to  accept  a  wave-length  varying  between 
200  and  3,000  metres,  the  range  of  wave-lengths  likely 
to  be  received.      One  of   the  chief  methods  employed 
depends  on  what   is   called   self-inductance.      When  a 
conductor  is  so  wound  that  the  lines  of  force  due  to 
variations  in  the  strength  of  current  passing  through  it 
are  caused  to  react  upon  it,  additional  electricity  will 
be  induced  in  that  conductor.    Such  induction  current  is, 
however,  only  produced  when  the  current  is  decreasing 
or  increasing,  and  not  when  the  current  applied   is  a 
steady  one.    If  an  E.M.F.  is  applied  to  a  conductor,  a 
short  interval  elapses   before   the  current    attains  its 
maximum  value,  just  as  the  inertia  of  a  projectile  takes 
time  in  its  path  along  a  gun  barrel  until  it  attains  its 
maximum  velocity  at  the  muzzle.    In  this  short  interval 
the  conductor  will  be  cut  by  a  series  of    force  waves 
which  emanate  from  the  centre  of  the  conductor  and 
radiate  outwards  in  expanding  concentric  circles  around 
it,  producing  a  varying  E.M.F.  of  self-induction,  uppo- 
site  in  direction  to  the  applied  current  while  the  current 
is  increasing,   and  in  the  same -direction    while  it  is 
decreasing.    In  general,  the  effect  is  laid  down  in  Lenz's 
law  that  the  induced  current  always  opposes  the  cause 
producing  it,  so  that  when  a  current  is  broken  a  spark 
appears,  which  is  the  evidence  of  this  strain  to  continue 
even  across  the  air  gap,  and  this    effort  lasts    till  the 
applied  and  induced  currents  have  died  out.    The  amount 
of  inductance  in  a  length  of  wire  depends  considerably 
on  the  form  in  which  the  conductor  is  arranged.    In  a 
single  straight  conductor  the  inductance  is  small,  as  the 
lines  from  any  part  only  affect  the  conducting  material 
while  they  pass  from  its  centre  to  its  surface,  but  if  the 
conductor  is  wound  in  a  spiral,  the  lines  of  force  inter- 
link with  those  of  adjacent  coils  with  great  inductance. 
If,  however,  the  wire  is  bent  back  upon  itself,  the  induct- 
ances of  each  half  of  the  loop  neutralise  themselves,  and 
such  a  wire  may  be  wound  into  a  coil  which  will  be 
non-inductive.    Incidentally,  this  winding  is  adopted  for 
rheostats  and  resistances  used  in  measuring  instruments. 
When  a  core  of  iron  is  introduced  into  a  simple  coil,

its  proper  inductance  is  greatly  increased,  and  if  the 
poles  of  the  core  are  connected  by  magnetic  conductors, 
the  induction  is  enormously  increased.  This  property  is 
taken  advantage  of  in  the  construction  of  the  trans- 
former. In  the  diagram  inductances  are  shown  in  order 
of  strength,  Aj  having  no  inductance  even  when  applied 
as  a  core  as  indicated  by  An.  In  E,  an  iron  core  is 
inserted  which  enormously  multiplies  the  flux  and 
linkages,  which  attain  a  maximum  in  F,  the  primary 
circuit  of  a  transformer.  The  unit  of  self -inductance  is 
called  the  henry,  named  after  Joseph  Henry,  an 
American  physicist,  who  discovered  the  relation  between 
the  number  of  coils  and  the  voltage  of  the  battery 
required  to  produce  a  definite  amount  of  force  in  an 
electro-magnet  and  the  laws  governing  self-induction  in 
coils.  A  coil  has  an  inductance  of  one  henry  when  .<■  ith 
a  change  of  current  of  one  ampere  per  second,  an 
E.M.F.  of  one  volt  is  induced  :  The  subdivisions 
are:  One  henry  =  l,000  millibenries  =  l,000,000  micro- 
henries  or   mics  =  1,000,000,000   cm.    or   absolute  units. 


Inductance  of  a  coil  is  denoted  by  the  letter  "  L,"- 
and  refers  to  the  linkages  of  a  circuit  in  which  absolute 
unit  current  is  flowing.  The  inductances 
used  in  receiving  circuits  are  usually  of  large 
value  of  the  order  of  mics,  of  low  resistance, 
of  low  insulation,  and  are  adjustable  either 
with  a  slider  rod  or  in  steps  with  a  radial 
switch  and  appropriate  contacts.  In  some 
cases  where  economy  of  space  is  desirable  the 
inductance  coil  may  be  compounded  of  two 
or  more  coils  contained  one  in  another,  and 
great  variability  in  the  amount  of  induction 
may  be  obtained  by  making  one  slide  in  or 
out  of  the  rest  of  the  combination.  A  still 
further  refinement  is  known  as  a  variometer, 
in  which  two  coils  in  series  are  so 
arranged  that  one  is  placed  entirely  inside  the 
other,  the  inner  one  being  ame  to  be  rotated  inside 
the  outer  or  fixed  one.  The  number  and  dimensions  of 
the  coils  is  such  that  while  in  one  position  the  coils  act 
in  unison  with  a  maximum  effect,  by  rotating  through 
180°  their  mutual  inductances  annul  each  other  and  the 
total  effect  is  a  minimum.  The  resultant  effect  is  a  most 
delicate  variation  of  inductance.

— An  apparatus  for  moulding  and  cooling 
soap,  in  which  the  molds  are  arranged  in  series  cylin- 
dricallv  to  travel  over  a  fixed,  continuous  path  between 
the  filling  and  ejecting  mechanism,  whereby  the  molds 
are  closed  so  as  to  prevent  direct  contact  of  the  soap 
with  the  cooling  liquid.

With 
the  death  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Newbery, 
another  chapter  in 
I  the  long  and  hon- 
|  ourable  history  of 
?  the  House  of  New- 
bery is  closed.  He 
was  born  on  Febru- 
ary 3,  1834,  at  which 
time  his  father, 
Colonel  John  New- 
bery, had  been  the 
sole  proprietor  of 
the  business  For  six- 
teen years.  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  the 
proprietorship  of  the 
father  and  his  two  sons,  Messrs.  Lionel  and  Arthur 
[Mewbery,  covers  a  period  of  no  less  than  105  years. 
The  outstanding  events  in  the  history  of  the  business 
have  been  comparatively  few,  as  might  be  expected  when 
an  unbroken  family  succession  has  existed  since  1746. 
In  that  year  John  Newbery,  the  founder  of  the  House, 
came  from  Reading  and  made  his  London  branch  his 
sole  concern.  He  was  a  publisher,  as  well  as  a  distributor 
of  medicines,  and  is  still  remembered  by  his  contracts 
with  Oliver  Goldsmith  and  Dr.  Robert  James,  the  latter 
of  whom  achieved  lasting  fame  with  his  Fever  Powder. 
Francis  Newbery,  John's  only  surviving  son,  succeeded 
his  father  in  1767,  and  removed  the  establishment  twice, 
though  still  remaining  in  St.  Paul's  Churchyard,  before 
the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Colonel  John 
Newbery,  to  whom  we  have  just  referred,  was  Francis 
Newbery 's  eldest  son,  and  presided  over  the  destinies  of

his  business  while  holding  an  appointment  in  the  General 
Post  Office,  of  which  his  brother-in-law  was  Secretary. 
Colonel  Newbery  died  in  1854,  and  his  sons  became  the 
sole  proprietors.  Mr.  Arthur  Newbery  had  already 
travelled  extensively  in  India  and  Australia  after  a 
sound  private  edu:ation  and  experience  in  a  City  office, 
and  was  in  fact  in  Melbourne  at  the  time  of  the  death. 
Four  years  elapsed  before  he  reached  home  ;  and  on  his 
return  a  division  of  duties  took  place,  Mr.  Lionel  looking 
after  the  counting-house  side  of  the  business,  and  Mr. 
Arthur  supervising  the  manufacturing  departments.  The 
energy  thrown  into  the  business  resulted  in  successive 
removals  to  44  St.  Paul's  Churchyard  (1869),  Newgate 
Street  (1872),  King  Edward  Street  (1882),  and  Charter- 
house Square  (1899).  About  the  time  of  the  second  of 
these  expansions  the  firm  established  a  branch  in  Paris. 
The  travels  of  the  brothers — Mr.  Arthur  Newbery  com- 
mitted some  of  his  experiences  to  paper — had  much  to 
do  with  their  introduction  of  numerous  American  pre- 
parations into  this  country,  and  rendered  them  authorities 
on  many  questions  in  the  proprietary-medicine  business. 
They  took  a  conspicuous  part,  for  example,  in  the  litiga- 
tion known  as  the  Betts  suits,  which  lasted  from  1865 
to  1873,  contributing  liberally  to  a  defence  fund  which 
reached  a  total  of  £1,164.  This  long  struggle,  which 
ended  satisfactorily  for  the  defence,  attracted  wide- 
spread attention.  In  1904  the  firm  became  a  limited  com- 
pany, Mr.  Francis  R.  Le  Blanc  Newbery  (son  of  Mr. 
Lionel),  Mr.  P.  Le  Blanc  Newbery  (son  of  Mr.  Arthur), 
Miss  L.  G.  Newbery  and  Mr.  E.  Pickering  joining  the 
directorate.  An  outline  of  the  chronology  of  the  House 
of  Newbery  was  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
II,  1909,  p.  159,  on  which  occasion  we  referred  to  an 
authoritative  brochure,  "  The  Newberys  in  Six  Genera- 
tions," from  Mr.  Arthur  Newbery's  pen.  Since  1910, 
the  year  of  his  brother's  death,  he  had  not  taken 
any  active  part  in  the  management,  although 
he  remained  on  the  directorate  :  Mr.  Francis  R.  Le  Blanc 
Newbery  has  been  chairman  and  managing  director  for 
the  past  eleven  and  a  half  years.  So  long  ago  as  1874 
we  published  portraits  of  Messrs.  Lionel  and  Arthur 
Newbery  (p.  113),  with  an  account  of  the  rise  and 
development  of  their  business ;  in  that  article  we  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  in  1867  the  two  brothers 
married,  on  the  same  day,  the  daughters  of  Mr.  White, 
Aylesbury'.  Like  their  ancestors,  they  both  became 
members  of  the  Goldsmith's  Company  of  the  City  of 
London.  Both  have  lived  full  and  strenuous  lives,  carry- 
ing on  and  handing  down  a  tradition  of  service  to  the 
community.  Mr.  Arthur  Newbery  is  survived  by  two 
sons — Mr.  Ernest  Newbery  and  Mr.  Percy  Newbery — • 
and  one  daughter. 

Horn. — At  Chingford,  on  January  8,  suddenly,  Mr. 
Alexander  Horn,  managing  director  of  Clarke,  Nicholls 
&  Coombs,  Ltd.,  Victoria  Park,  Hackney  Wick,  London, 
E.,  aged  seventy-two.  Mr.  Horn  was  on  a  visit  to 
a  fellow-director  who  was  critically  ill,  and  on  arrival  at 
the  house  Mr.  Horn  expired  with  tragic  suddenness. 
He  was  associated  with  the  firm  for  over  half  a  century, 
and  was  a  well-known  figure  both  in  the  essential  oil  and 
confectionery  world.  Born  in  1850,  at  Insch,  Aberdeen- 
shire, Mr.  Horn  came  to  London  at  the  age  of  twenty-one, 
and  soon  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  organisation  of  the 
business,  which  afterwards  became  so  successful.  He 
was  well  known  locally,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death 
continued  to  take  an  a-:tive  interest  in  the  management  of 
the  firm.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Epping  on  January 
11.  over  250  people  being  present,  including  66  heads  of 
the  various  departments,  and  130  members  of  the  staff, 
all  of  over  thirty  years'  service  with  the  company.

The  manufacturers  of  pheno- 
safranine are  now  supplying  pinacryptol  green,  which  is 
a  great  improvement  on  phenosafranine  in  that,  although 
it  is  even  more  efficient  as  a  desensitiser,  it  does  not  stain 
in  any  way.

in  the  "  Glaxo  Service  Bulletin  "  for  January,  that  a 
compromise  has  been  effected  between  Joseph  Nathan  &

tion, whereby  Messrs.  Glaxo  have  increased  their  whole- 
sale allowance,  and  the  wholesalers  have  agreed  to  send 
Glaxo  in  smalls,  carriage  paid,  with  other  goods  at  prices 
slightly    in    advance    of    those  published    for  complete 


packages.  The  retailer  not  otherwise  provided  for  will  thus 
be  able  to  obtain  small  quantities  with  his  general  goods 
without  any  surcharge  in  the  way  of  carriage. 

Capsulva-. — John  W.  Mawson  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  142 
Norwood  Road,  West  Norwood,  London,  S.E.27,  send  us  ■ 
for  examination  samples  of  their  powder-filled  capsules 
(CapsulvBe).  The  company  have  a  special  process  of 
filling  soft  gelatin  capsules  with  medicaments  in  powder 
form.  The  method  is  particularly  adapted  for  medica- 
ments containing  iron,  where,  owing  to  the  absence  of 
moisture,  change  is  prevented.  Organo-therapeutic  pre- 
parations in  powder  form  keep  almost  indefinitely  if 
enclosed  in  capsules,  and  there  is  a  good  demand  for 
such  articles  as  thyroid  capsules.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  so  that  prescriptions  ordering  powdered  drugs 
in  capsule  can  be  filled  by  return  of  post.  The  contents 
of  some  samples  of  the  capsules  which  were  made  eighteen 
months  ago  appear  to  be  quite  unchanged,  thus  con- 
firming the  claims  of  the  manufacturers. 

Concerning  brushware. — It  is  a  common  complaint 
of  the  chemist  that  trades  having  no  connection  with 
pharmacy  are  continually  invading  nis  province,  and  that 
some  scheme  should  be  evolved  to  prevent  it.  Of  all 
classes  of  goods  requiring  protection  from  outside  compe- 
tition, the  needs  of  brushware  are  probably  the  greatest  • 
and  consequently,  when  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  an- 
nounce that,  while  pursuing  their  policy  of  reserving 
their  goods  entirely  for  the  chemist,  they  are  commencing, 
on  January  22,  a  national  advertising  campaign  of  ' 
"  Meritor  "  brushware,  the  matter  is  worthy  of  investi- 
gation. Prices,  both  wholesale  and  retail,  Messrs.  Maw 
inform  us,  are  to  remain  exactly  as  at  present,  so  that  a

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

The  Judicial  Tone 

I  noted  in  the  first  instalment  of  your 
review  of  National  Insurance  dispensing  is  maintained 
in  the  second.  The  effect  of  the  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Act  on  pharmaceutical  politics  has  never  been  so 
lucidly  explained  before,  and  your  account  of  the  genesis, 
character,  present  position,  and  future  possibilities  of 
the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  should,  as  "  the  Chineses  " 
say,  make  members  of  that  body  "  think  strong."  The 
Union  certainly  did  not  spring  at  once  from  the  parent 
Society  fully  armed  and  complete  in  all  its  functions,  as 
Pallas  did  from  the  head  of  Zeus,  and  it  would  be  un- 
reasonable to  expect  perfection  of  organisation  or  working 
in  the  first  year  or  two  of  its  existence.  The  most 
serious  criticism  one  has  to  make  of  it  so  far  is  that 
its  Executive  has  been  too  much  in  a  hurry,  takes  a  little 
too  much  upon  itself,  and  with  the  cocksureness  of  youth 
assumes  the  character  of  "  Johannes  factotum  "  to  the 
trade.  It  is  a  generous  fault  and  probably  traceable  to 
a  desire,  not  unnatural,  to  justify  its  own  existence  by  a 
show  of  energy  in  marked  contrast  with  the  more 
deliberate,  not  to  say  dilatory,  proceedings  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council.  But  fussiness  is  not  only  a  fault  in 
itself,  but  is  apt  to  blind  us  to  the  larger  possibilities 
■which  lie  before  us ;  and  I  should  be  more  hopeful  of 
the  political  future  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  if  it 
■were  not  so  careful  and  troubled  about  little  matters 
■which  we  are  quite  capable  of  managing  for  ourselves. 
Up  to  the  present  it  has  shown  more  evidence  of  house- 
wifery than  of  statesmanship.  There  will  be  need  of  the 
latter  when  our  dispensing  terms  are  due  for  revision  a 
few  months  hence.    Let  us  hope  it  will  be  forthcoming. 

Your  Forecast 

of  the  changes  that  may  befall  Insurance 
work  in  the  near  future,  tentative  as  it  is,  should  again 
make  us  think.  Evidently  we  have  in  the  past  expected 
too  much  from  this  work,  and  what  it  might  lead  ffl,  and 
we  must  not  let  any  hope  of  unlikely  developments  induce 
us  to  continue  it  on  terms  that  are  not  directly  remunera- 
tive. It  has  not  brought  us  any  increase  of  general  dis- 
pensing ;  you  show  good  cause  for  concluding  that  it  will 
not  bring  us  other  collateral  advantages  that  some  people 
appear  to  have  anticipated  ;  but  is  rather  likely  to~result 
in  the,  at  any  rate  partial,  transfer  of  our  work  to  State 
dispensatories.  This  is  a  possibility  we  must  remember 
in  the  revision  of  dispensing  terms  to  which  we  are 
looking  forward.  It  should  not  induce  us>  to  accept 
unsatisfactory  terms.  State  dispensatories,  if  they  main- 
tained the  same  standard  as  we,  would  not  do  the  work 
more  cheaply.  We  must  make  it  our  concern  to  show 
that  they  would  not  do  it  so  well  or  so  conveniently. 
There  could  hardly  be  the  same  publicity  or  the  same 
incentives  to  good  work.  There  would  almost  certainly 
be  a  great  increase  in  stock  mixtures  and  other  cheap 
and  nasty  short  cuts,  and  the  element  of  officialism  would 
not  conduce  to  efficiency.  Our  policy  is  to  maintain  the 
highest  possible  standard  of  work  and  not  to  allow  our- 
selves to  be  beaten  down  by  the  threat  of  State 
competition. 

To  make  "  Salve  " 

a  dutiable  title  while  "  ointment  "  is 
not  is,  of  course,  absurd.  As  used  in  medicine  the  two 
words  are  6trictly  synonymous,  as  indeed  they  are  in 
popular  use.  The  fact  that  "  salve  "  is  more  commonly 
heard  in  country  places  than  in  towns  (if  it  is  a  fact)  can, 
I  think,  hardly  be  accounted  for  by  its  Saxon  origin,  un- 
less this  has  affected  its  literary  use.  It  is  curious  that 
"  salve  "  does  not  occur  in  the  authorised  version  of  the 
Bible,  though  it  is  much  commoner  than  ointment  in  the 
literature  of  the  time  when  that  version  was  made.  It 
has  probably  been  confused  with  words  derived  from 
the  Latin  "  salvare,"  to  save,  and  in  fact  it  was  fre- 
quently written  "  save  "  in  middle  English.  It  has, 
too,  a  great  advantage  over  "  ointment  "  in  being  usable 


as  a  verb,  and  the  alliteration  of  "  salve  "  and  "  sore  " 
tells  heavily  in  its  favour.  I  have,  however,  found 
illiterate  people  rather  fond  of  outlandish  terms  than 
otherwise  :  "  blue  unction,"  for  instance  is  in  some  place* 
more  frequently  asked  for  than  "  blue  ointment."  There 
are  some  ointments  that  I  have  never  heard  called  salvei 
anywhere.  That  the  two  words  are  synonymous  is,  how- 
ever, proved  by  the  fact  that  basilicon  ointment  is  a 
popular  substitute  for  Bate's  salve. 

Habit-forming  Drugs 

is,  I  venture  to  think,  hardly  a 
better  term  for  its  purpose  than  dangerous  drugs.  The 
taking  of  almost  any  drug  may  become  a  habit  :  I  one* 
had  a  customer  who  ate  the  strongest  make  of  peppermint 
lozenges  literally  by  the  pound,  till  she  was  forbidden 
by  her  medical  man ;  I  have  known  men  who  persistently 
chewed  rhubarb,  or  sucked  digestive  tablets  after  every 
meal,  or  took  magnesia  in  some  form  or  other  two  or 
three  times  a  day,  or  Epsom  salts  every  morning  until 
they  could  not  live  without  them.  We  may  indeed,  as  I 
6aid,  accustom  ourselves  to  such  comparatively  innocent 
practices  until  we  become  dependent  upon  drugs  which, 
as  a  rule,  we  are  much  better  without.  The  prosperity  of 
the  patent-medicine  man,  and  even  of  the  pharmacist  him- 
self, depends  largely  upon  this  fact,  and  to  restrict  the 
term  "  habit-forming  "  to  opium  and  cocaine  seems  there- 
fore a  mistake.  It  is  at  once  too  mild  and  too  compre- 
hensive. 

The  Code  of  Ethics 

of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, like  the  famous  revolver  of  Bevis  in  Bret  Harte'a 
story,  is  "  darned  comprehensive,"  though,  like  it  in  thp 
too,  a  little  uncertain  sometimes  in  direction.  This  criti- 
cism applies  in  some  measure  to  all  three  of  its  chapters. 
Some  of  the  pharmacist's  duties  are  set  forth  in  6uch  large 
and  vague  terms  that  it  is  not  always  easy  to  bring  them 
to  a  point.  We  are  told,  for  instance,  in  the  first  chapter 
that  he  should  uphold  and  conform  to  the  laws,  and  again 
that  he  should  uphold  and  defend  the  laws  ox  his  State. 
He  should  conform  to  them  certainly,  but  in  what  other 
way  than  by  conforming  it  is  his  duty  either  to  uphold  or 
defend  them  I  do  not  see.  In  Chapter  2  we  are  told  that 
we  should  not  make  any  change  in  a  physician's  prescrip- 
tion "  except  suoh  as  is  essentially  warranted  by  correct 
pharmaceutical  procedure,"  a  qualification  which  does  not 
convey  a  very  definite  idea  of  what  is  allowable.  The 
duties  of  a  pharmacist  to  his  fellow-pharmacists  are  for 
the  most  part,  admirably  set  forth  in  the  third  chapter, 
but  after  being  told  not  "  unwarrantably  "  to  criticise  a 
neighbour  one  is  driven  to  ask  what  warrant  one  has  for 
exposing  his  dishonest  conduct.  Some  of  the  injunction* 
given  are  of  the  nature  of  counsels  of  perfection,  but  they 
are  perhaps  none  the  worse  for  that.  Still,  they  might 
have  been  expressed  more  simply  and  precisely  with  better 
effect. 

The  Poet  Southey, 

in  a  letter  to  his  brother  Tom,  dated 
July  12,  1799,  has  an  interesting  reference  to  nitrous  oxide 
gas,  the  discovery  of  which  he  incorrectly  ascribes  to 
Davy.  Its  real  discoverer  was  Priestley,  but  Davy  had 
evidently  at  the  time  begun  his  experiments  with  the 
gas,  which  resulted  in  the  following  year  in  the  discovery 
of  its  value  as  an  anaesthetic.  Southey,  however,  regardi 
the  gas  as  a  new  sort  of  intoxicant.  "Oh,  Tom!  "  he 
writes.  "  such  a  gas  has  Davy  discovered,  the  gaseouj 
oxyde  !  Oh,  Tom !  I  have  had  some ;  it  made  me  laugh 
and  tingle  in  every  toe  and  finger  tip.  Davy  has  actually 
invented  a  new  pleasure,  for  which  language  has  no  name. 
Oh,  Tom !  I  am  going  for  some  more  this  evening ;  it 
makes  one  strong,  and  so  happy  !  so  gloriously  happy  !  and 
without  any  after  debility,  but,  instead  of  it,  increased 
strength  of  mind,  and  body.  Oh,  excellent  air-bag  !  Tom, 
I  am  sure  the  air  in  Heaven  must  be  this  wonder-working 
gas  of  delight."  One  is  reminded  of  De  Quincey's  or 
Southey's  friend  Coleridge's  early  raptures  over  opium,; 
though  there  is  nothing  here  of  "  the  English  opium- 
eater's  "  gorgeous  description,  a/id  I  hope  the  young 
poet  was  mistaken  as  to  the  atmosphere  of  Heaven. 
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Editorial  Articles 

"  Dangerous  "  Drugs  Regulations 

The  Home  Office  has  given  notice  of  further  amendments 
in  the  Eegulations  made  under  Sections  3  and  7  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  The  "  Gazette  "  announcement 
and  the  draft  amendments  are  printed  elsewhere  in  thia 
issue.  The  first  of  the  proposed  amendments  is  in  regard 
to  the  regulations  made  under  Section  3,  dealing  with  the 
possession,  sale,  and  distribution  of  raw  opium.  The 
words  we  print  in  italics  have  been  added : — 

No  person  shall  be  in  possession  of  or  attempt  to  obtain 
possession  of  raw  opium  unless  (a)  he  is  licensed  to  import 
or  export  raw  opium  (but  so  far  only  as  regards  procuring 
raw  opium)  unless  he  is  licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  Stale 
to  procure  raw  opium  or  ...  . 

The  wording  of  the  paragraph  is  obscure,  but  according 
to  the  "  Gazette  "  notice  this  addition  has  to  do  with 
"  the  issue  of  licences  to  procure  the  drugs  as  broker  or 
a^ent."    An  equally  obscure  amendment  is  proposed  in 
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Regulation  3,  made  under  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  which  now  reads  as  follows : — 

No  person  shall  supply  or  procure  or  offer  to  supply  or 
procure  any  of  the  drugs  to  or  for  any  person,  whether  in 
the  United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere,  or  shall  advertise  any 
bf  the  drugs  for  sale  (a)  unless  he  is  licensed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  or  is  authorised  by  these  Regulations,  or  by 
any  authority  granted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  supply 
the  drug,  or  unless  he  is  licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  import  or  export  the  drug,  or  unless  he  is  licensed  or 
otherwise  authorised  to  manufacture  the  drug  (but  so  far 
only  as  regards  procuring  the  drug)  unless  he  is  licensed  to 
•procure  the  drug,  or  ...  . 

Tihe  other  draft  amendment  is  also  in  the  Regulations 
made  under  Section  7,  and  requires  that  in  the  case  of 
Insurance  prescriptions  (which  it  will  be  remembered  need 
not  give  the  prescriber's  address),  the  doctor  need  not 
give  his  full  surname.  When  the  Regulation  comes  in 
force  at  a  date  to  be  announced,  the  panel  doctor  need 
only  give  the  initial  or  initials  of  his  Christian  name  or 
names.  This  is  a  timely,  if  belated  amendment,  as  much 
trouble  has  been  caused  to  chemists  by  the  neglect  of 
doctors  to  carry  out  this  requirement,  and  the  chemist's 
endeavour  to  get  the  doctor  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tion has  generally  been  misinterpreted  by  the  medical 
practitioner.  We  have  heard  of  many  complaints  from 
Insurance  Committees  and  Pricing  Bureaux  on  this  matter, 
and  at  last  the  Home  Office  has  been  compelled  to  bow  to 
the  inevitable  and  alter  the  Regulation.  It  is  hardly 
likely  that  prosecutions  will  be  started  pending  the 
coming  in  force  of  the  Regulation,  but  we  cannot 
advise  our  subscribers  to  rely  upon  immunity 
from  molestation  by  the  police.  The  name  and 
address  of  the  patient  must  still  be  given.  It  should  be 
noted  that  this  amendment  does  not  refer  to  private  pre- 
scriptions, which  will  still  require  to  bear  the  full  name 
and  address  of  the  prescriber.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
one  of  the  C.  &  D.  Poison  Cards  is  a  small  one,  which 
chemists  can  send  to  the  doctors  in  their  neighbourhood. 
Of  this  many  thousands  have  been  distributed  by  chemists 
and  Insurance  Committees,  but  the  laxity  of  medical  men 
in  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  Regulations  is  surprising.  To  endeavour  to  remedy 
this  the  Home  Office  is  issuing  a  memorandum  for  doctors 
and  dentists,  which  we  reprint  in  this  issue.  The 
memorandum  does  not  err  on  the  side  of  conciseness,  but 
it  will  be  noticed  that  the  C.  <£■  D.  "  safety  limits  " 
for  tr.  opii.,  liq.  morph.  acet. ,  and  liq.  morph.  hydrochlor. 
have  been  accepted.  We  hope  that  steps  will  be  taken 
to  bring  the  memorandum  to  the  notice  of  medical  prac- 
titioners. There  have  been  apparently  many  exchanges  of 
opinion  between  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Home 
Office,  and  it  has  been  arranged  by  the  latter  to  employ 
some  of  the  many  superfluous  staff  at  the  Ministry  of 
Health  as  inspectors  to  call  upon  doctors  to  see  that  the 
regulations  have  been  carried  out.  These  inspectors  will 
take  the  place  of  the  police  constables,  whose  duty  it  was 
to  inspect  the  doctor's  daybook,  etc.  It  must  have  been  a 
sight  to  see  an  ordinary  policeman  inspect  the  hieroglyphics 
of  the  practitioners'  books,  and  the  hopelessness  of  the 
case  has  now  apparently  been  realised  by  the  Home  Office. 
Chemists  are  also  to  be  favoured  hy  visits  from  the  new 
order  of  inspectors,  and  it  will  be  more  than  ever  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  strict  letter  of  the  law,  as  these 
young  men  seem  to  have  been  specially  coached  in  some 
of  the  obscure  points  of  the  Regulations. 

The  Uses  of  Methylated  Spirits 

We  have  received  the  following  letter  from  the  Assistant 
Secretary  to  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  : — 

Sir,—  The  attention  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  has  been  drawn  to  a  statement  in  the  issue  of  The 


Chemist  and  Druggist  for  September  9,  1922  (p.  373)  to  the 
effect  that  "  a  formula  containing  industrial  alcohol  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  can  be  used  as  a  basil 
far  other  preparations." 

I  am  to  point  out  that  this  statement  is  erroneous,  as  the 
general  conditions  under  which  the  Commissioners  authorise 
manufacturing  chemists  and  other  persons  to  use  industrial 
methylated  spirits  require,  inter  alia,  that  the  spirits  are 
used  in  the  state  in  which  they  are  received  and  solely  for 
the  purposes  authorised.  This  requirement,  therefore,  pre- 
cludes the  use  of  spirituous  preparations  made  with  the 
methylated  spirits  as  a  base  for  other  preparations,  capable 
or  not  of  being  used  wholly  or  partially  as  a  beverage  or 
internally  as  a  medicine.  The  Commissioners  would  there- 
fore be  glad  if  attention  were  drawn  to  this  correction  in 
an  early  issue  of  the  paper.

We  are  very  glad  to  publish  an  authoritative  official 
statement  of  the  position  concerning  a  matter  of  such 
interest  to  chemists  as  the  use  of  these  spirits.  But  so  far 
as  regards  the  text  of  the  article  quoted  from  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  extract  quoted  might  convey  an  imperfect 
idea  of  what  was  intended  in  the  article  when  divorced 
from  the  context.  Thus  immediately  following  the 
extract  quoted  come  the  words  : — 

but  this  has  to  be  understood  subject  to  the  restriction 
imposed  by  statute  that  no  one  may  use  any  methylated 
spirit  or  methylic  alcohol  or  any  derivative  thereof  in  the 
preparation  of  any  article  capable  of  being  used  wholly  or 
partially  as  a  beverage  or  internally  as  a  medicine.  Further, 
it  has  to  be  kept  in  mind  that  where  the  Board  of  Customs 
aid  Excise  has  given  permission  for  the  use  of  industrial 
methylated  spirit  for  certain  purposes  the  spirit  is  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  expressly  authorised 
and  for  those  only. 

Our  readers  will  hardly  have  missed  the  significance  of 
the  two  conditions  thus  attached  in  the  article  to  the 
general  rule  given  as  applicable  to  the  use  of  the  spirits. 
At  the  same  time,  we  recognise  the  very  great  difficulty 
which  attends  the  task  of  giving  a  statement  in  general 
terms  on  the  subject  which  would  obviate  all  risk  of  mis- 
understanding. An  enumeration  of  specific  permitted  uses 
might  be  attempted,  but  this  would  necessarily  be  incom- 
plete. The  Departmental  Committee  which  reported  in 
1905  said  :—  . 

Methylated  spirit  is  not  allowed  to  be  used  for  manufac- 
turing purposes  on  any  premises  where  ordinary  alcoholic 
beverages  are  made  or  sold,  nor  for  the  preparation  of  any 
article  of  food  or  drink,  or  to  be  mixed  with  any  medicine 
capable  of  being  taken  internally.  With  these  exception! 
methylated  spirit  may  be  used  in  almost  any  art  or  manu- 
facture, and  is,  as  a  fact,  used  for  a  very  great  variety 
of  manufacturing  and  technical  purposes.  For  medicinal 
and  pharmaceutical  purposes,  for  instance,  the  use  of 
methylated  spirits  has  been  sanctioned  for  the  extraction, 
crystallisation  and  purification  of  nearly  500  resins,  oils, 
alkaloids,  synthetical  perfumes  and  other  substances  where 
the  finished  products  contain  none  of  the  spirit;  for  making 
several  hundred  embrocations,  lotions,  liniments  and  other 
medicines  for  outward  application ;  for  most  veterinary 
medicines ;  and  for  making  collodion,  flexible  collodion, 
surgical  bandages,  iodoform,  chloroform,  ethyl  and  methyl 
chloride  and  bromide,  and  other  articles  used  in  surgery  and 
medicine. 

Whatever  changes  may  have  taken  place  since  the  issue 
of  this  report,  these  have  not  been  in  the  direction  of  the 
curtailment  of  the  uses  to  which  methylated  spirits  may 
be  put,  and  we  owe  a  good  deal  to  the  courteous  letter  of 
the  Assistant  Secretary  for  reminding  us  of  how  difficult 
it  may  prove  to  adopt  language  of  general  import  to  a 
matter  which  calls  for  terms  of  detailed  precision. 
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The  Shellac  Scarcity 

Commenting  on  the  depletion  of  the  shellac  stocks  in 
London  in  our  issue  of  December  9  last  (p.  817),  we  con- 
tended that  whatever  might  be  the  possibilities  of  the 
market  in  the  way  of  another  advance  over  the  remainder 
of  the  year  there  seemed  no  escape  from  the  contingency 
of  our  stocks  falling  to  the  paltry  dimensions  of  a  few 
thousand  cases.  The  price  of  T.N.  Orange  on  the  spot 
was  then  about  340s.  to  345s.  per  cwt.,  and  in  view  of  the 
much  increased  interest  which  has  been  focussed  since  en 
the  position  under  the  fairly  brisk  demand  from  con- 
sumers in  this  market,  and  the  free  diversion  from  the 
primary  source  to  the  United  States,  spot  delivery  was  by 
the  end  of  the  year  raised  to  375s.  This  figure  indicates 
a  rise  of  50s.  per  cwt.  on  the  year,  while  the  two  extreme 
points  touched  within  the  last  twelve  months  for  that 
position  were  395s.  and  285s.  The  range  in  values  was 
thus  not  quite  so  large  as  in  the  previous  year,  within 
which  T.N.  varied  from  272s.  6d.  to  410s.  The  London 
stocks  are  admittedly  dangerously  low  at  4,276  cases,  as 
recorded  on  December  30,  and,  indeed,  are  so  far  as  can 
be  recollected  the  lowest  figures  on  record.  These  figures 
are  well  under  the  monthly  average  for  last  year  of  4,769 
cases,  which  compares  with  4,450  cases  for  1921,  4,190  cases 
for  1920,  and  as  much  as  6,637  cases  for  1919.  The  present 
stock  of  4,276  cases  compares  with  11,049  cases  at  the 
close  of  1921,  so  that  the  reduction  on  the  year  represents 
6,771  cases.  During  the  past  year  the  Calcutta  spot  price 
rose  up  to  about  202  rupees,  and  after  collapsing  to  as  low 
as  130  rupees  under  depressed  and  most  puzzling  condi- 
tions, it  recovered  to  about  182  rupees.  Some  fair  arrivals 
have  taken  place  just  lately  amounting  to  a  few  thousand 
cases,  but  at  the  rate  at  which  the  deliveries  have  again 
been  proceeding  so  far  this  month,  these  arrivals  will  be 
easily  absorbed,  and  the  near  future  does  not  hold  out 
much  prospect  of  relief  from  the  prevailing  great  scarcity. 
The  ship  manifests  to  hand  at  the  close  of  last  week  of 
the  quantities  afloat  were  almost  entirely  American  and 
European  ports,  and  relate  to  sixteen  steamers,  of  which 
not  a  single  one  is  intended  for  this  country.  This  is  cer- 
tainly very  striking,  and  would  emphasise  the  fact  that 
this  market  has  to  face  a  continuous  acute  scarcity  for  a 
good  while  yet.  The  proportion  of  the  Calcutta 
shipments  to  America,  for  November,  was  more 
particularly  great  at  over  20,000  cwt.,  while 
the  total  to  all  destinations  was  abnormally  re- 
stricted, and  showed  a  material  shrinkage  com- 
pared with  the  same  month  in  1921.  It  is  to  be 
feared  that  the  Calcutta  market  will  yet  be  influenced 
a  good  deal  further  by  the  pronounced  dearth  of  shellac 
at  this  end,  seeing  that  according  to  previous  experience, 
the  depletion  here  has  usually  had  an  important  bearing 
on  the  general  position.  Out  of  the  sixteen  steamers  afloat 
referred  to  above,  eight  are  for  United  States  ports  carry- 
ing together  well  over  19,000  cases,  while  the  other  eight 
are  for  Continental  ports  with  a  total  only  about  2,300 
cases.  It  is  quite  clear  that  spot  holders  in  this  market 
are  in  a  very  strong  position,  but  obviously  the  threaten- 
ing virtual  extinction  of  the  stocks,  as  apparent  from  the 
absence  of  any  afloats  to  London,  for  the  present,  at  any 
rate,  is  not  conducive  to  free  dealings.  Importers  are 
naturally  reluctant  to  commit  themselves  to  forward  con- 
tracts, so  that  those  who  are  tempted  to  make  speculative 
purchases  on  the  phenomenally  strong  statistical  position, 
are  apt  to  pay  inflated  figures,  but  the  risk  shouldered  by 
those  who  go  short  of  shellac  on  the  chance  of  some 
reaction  later  on,  is,  pei'haps,  greater  than  that  incurred 
t»y  the  bull  speculator.  The  fact  may  be  recalled  that  in 
the  earlier  months  of  last  year,  those  who  were  caught 


short  on  speculative  contracts  entered  into  at  well  under 
300s.,  had  eventually  to  square  up  at  very  severe  losses, 
with  prices  soaring  in  near  positions  up  to  about  400s. 
This  is  a  lesson  which  has  doubtless  not  been  forgotten. 
Hence  the  tendency  of  forward  contract  prices  is  not  to 
differ  so  widely  from  that  of  spot  or  near-at-hand  shellac, 
and  thus  to  more  approximately  correspond  with  actual 
current  c.i.f.  costs  for  shipment  from  the  primary  source. 
Some  idea  of  the  extraordinary  shifting,  of  values  in  shellac 
and  its  history  from  pre-war  times,  when  superabundant 
supplies  were  in  existence,  can  be  gathered  from  the 
extreme  points  recorded  within  the  periods  given  below, 
this  referring  to  spot  delivery  only  : —

In  the  first  year  or  two  of  the  war-period,  the  market  was, 
of  course,  badly  disorganised  with  the  price  temporarily 
dropping  as  low  as  53s.  under  enormous  stocks  and 
crippled  industrial  conditions  due  to  the  war.  Between 
1917  and  1920,  shellac  embarked  on  altogether  new  his- 
tory under  pressure  of  war  requirements,  which  resulted 
in  an  extraordinarily  rapid  depletion  of  the  London  stocks, 
which,  prior  to  the  war,  had  been  as  high  as  100,000  cases ; 
and  the  spot  price  was  forced  -to.  9C0s.  per  cwt.,  this  being 
the  extreme  highest  ever  recorded.  Since  then  the 
market  has  been  chiefly  regulated  by  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand.  The  development  of  the  world's  consumption 
has  been  astonishing,  and  current  supplies  are  barely  equal 
to  it  now,  as  clearly  seen  by  the  statistics. 

Overseas  Trade  in  1921 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  December,  published 
last  week,  complete  the  record  for  the  year  and  enable 
us  to  review  some  of  the  results  in  detail.  The  large 
increases,  both  in  imports  and  exports,  recorded  in 
November,  compared  with  October,  did  not  continue 
during  December,  but  allowance  must  be  made  for  the 
prolonged  Christmas  holidays  and  the  disturbed  political 
conditions  on  the  Continent.  The  imports  for  December 
were  valued  at  £94,911,600,  a  decline  of  £688,500  com- 
pared with  November,  but  an  increase  of  £9,547.200  over 
December  1921.  The  British  exports  for  December 
totalled  £58,883,000,  a  decline  of  £7,608,000,  and  a  reduc- 
tion, when  compared  with  the  preceding  December,  of 
£492,000.  The  imports  of  food,  drink  and  tobacco  during 
December  were  £3,176,100  more  than  for  December  1921, 
raw  materials  were  up  by  £4,706,000,  and  manufactured 
goods  were  more  by  £1,547,000;  the  latter  category 
included  £999.500  for  chemicals  and  the  like.  With 
regard  to  exports,  again  comparing  December  1921  with 
December  1922,  there  is  a  big  increase  in  raw  materials 
and  mainly  manufactured  articles,  amounting  to 
£2,046,500 ;  the  principal  export  was  coal,  which  at 
£6,692,600  was  £1.326,700  more.  Manufactured  goods, 
however,  fell  off  by  £2,432,000,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes  and  colours  expanded 
by  £118,000  to  £1,625,300.  .The  total  imports  into  the 
United  Kingdom  for  the  twelve  months  amounted  to 
£1,003,918,124,  or  a  decline  of  £81,581,937  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  Under  the  head  of  food,  drink 
and  tobacco  we  bought  £94,377,600  less,  practically  the 
whole  of  this  saving  being  due  to  lower  prices,  as  the 
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quantities  imported  were,  on  the -average,  quite  equal  to 
those  for  the  previous  year.  Of  manufactured  goods  there 
was  a  decline  of  £14,561,000,  which  was  accounted  for 
by  a  heavy  decrease,  both  in  quantity 'and  price;  of  fuel 
oils  and  motor  spirit.  The  chief  feature  on  this  side 
of  the  returns  is,  however,  in  the  increase  of  £27,446,867 
in  raw  materials,  such  as  iron  ore,  raw  cotton,  wool, 
silk,  flax,  hemp  and  jute ;  rubber  was  three  million 
sterling  less  in  value  at  £7,295,567,  but  the  quantity  was 
only  about  500,000  centals  less  at  1,430,822  centals."  The 
year's  exports  of  British  produce  amounted  to 
£720,496,426,  or  £17,096,884  more  than  in  1921.  We  sent 
abroad  food,  drink  and  tobacco  valued  at  £36,300,000. 
or  one  million  sterling  less,  while  raw  materials  exported 
were  valued  at  £102,000,000,  or  38i  millions  sterling 
more,  and  of  manufactured  products  we  exported 
£569,420,000,  or  £19,469,000  less.  It  will  be  seen  that 
while  the  total  exports  have  increased  in  spite  of  the 
fall  in  values  in  manufactured  articles,  the  additional 
imports  of  raw  materials  point  at  least  to  the  belief 
among  many  manufacturers  in  a  revival  in  trade.  Taking 
the  year  throughout,  the  chemical  and  drug  trades  have 
shown  a  considerable  improvement  over  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  we  give  below  a  selection  firstly  of 
imports  followed  by  exports  : —

The  above  table  is  noticeable  for  the  marked  improvement 
in  the  chemical  industry,  the  exports  of  such  leaders  aa 
caustic  soda,  carbonate  of  soda,  and  other  soda  compounds 
having  almost  doubled,  though,  owing  to  the  fall  in  values, 
the  advance  was  only  just  over  £1,200,000.  Bleaching 
powder  seems  to  be  coming  into  its  own  again,  in  spite  of 
adverse  tariffs,  and  copper  sulphate  has  had  quite  a 
revival,  likewise  ammonium  sulphate.  Carbolic  acid  has 
shown  considerable  activity,  especially  towards  the  close 
of  the  year.  Potassium  compounds  have  not  done  badly, 
neither  have  unenumerated  chemicals,  drugs  and  medi- 
cines. The  prestige  of  British  drugs  and  medicinal  pre- 
parations is  well  upheld,  judging  by  the  following  table, 
shewing  the  exports  month  by  month  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  in  spite  of  falling  prices  British  medi- 
cines were  up  by  £205,100  compared  with  1921.  As 
regards  re-exports  of  medicines  in  the  above  figures, 
quinine  and  quinine  salts  amounted  last  year  to  443,947  oz. 
(£70,968),  against  682,476  oz.  (£133,473)  in  1921.  Re- 
exports of  mercury  were  slightly  less  by  1,197,379  lb. 
(£177,269)  against  1,273,450  lb.  (£177,602)  in  1921.  Judg- 
ing by  the  Returns  as  a  whole  it  is  evident  that  British 
overseas  trade  is  making  a  slow  but  steady  recovery  from 
the  depression  of  the  last  two  years,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
this  will  be  continued  throughout  1923,  although  at  the 
moment  the  unsattled  state  of  Europe  may  retard  this 
recovery  somewhat.  The  solidarity  of  British  trade  is 
well  exemplified  by  the  remarkable  steadiness  of  sterling 
contrasted  with  European  exchanges  generally.  A  further- 
step  towards  recovery  would  be  the  successful  funding  of 
the.  American  debt. 

Economy  in  manufacture.— Lecturing  at  the  Insurance 
Institute  of  London,  on  January  15,  on  soap-making, 
Mr.  G.  H.  K.  Kingdon,  a  director  of  Joseph  Crosfield 
and  Sons,  Ltd.,  Warrington,  said  that  the  Englishman, 
when  asked  to  buv  a  new  machine,  used  to  say  a  few 
years  ago  :  "  What  is  it  going  to  cost?  "  while  the 
American  inquired,  "  What  is  it  going  to  save?  "  He 
was  glad  to  say  that  we  had  now  taken  a  leaf  from  our 
American  friends'  book.  Messrs.  Crosfield,  for  instance, 
were  now  saving  1,500  to  2,000  tons  of  fuel  a  week..

The  following,  having  satisfied  the  examiners  in 
Parts  I.  and  II.,  have  been  registered  as  chemists  and 
druggists  : 


Branch  Meeting 
Liverpool. — The  first  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Branch, 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  the  Royal 
Institution  on  January  17.  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat 
(President  of  the  Society),  addressing  the  meeting,  com- 
mended the  past  work  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation, and  said  it  could  continue  valuable  work.  Why 
did  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  want  another  local 
organisation  additional  to  local  association  and  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  Branches  ?  Because  no  other 
organisation  embraced  all  qualified  pharmacists,  includ- 
ing employers,  assistants,  teachers,  hospital  dispensers, 
and  retired  pharmacists.  Some  local  associations  might 
be  dispensed  with,  but  others  should  be  retained  for 
local  and  social  needs.  Branches  of  the  Society  should 
develop  educational  and  scientific  work,  and  the  Society 
would  provide  lectures,  or  at  least  provide  lecturers.  In 
some  places  medical  and  pharmaceutical  co-operation 
would  be  extended  in  the  preparation  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutica'  Codex.  Publicity  work  would  include 
protection  of  the  title  and  vested  interests.  No  attempt 
would  be  made  to  rush  the  branch  scheme,  and  success 
was  assured.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  taken 
much  money  out-  of  Liverpool  for  Liverpool  good — 
(laughter) — and  now  proposed  to  refund  some. 
(Applause.)  This  money  would  be  well  spent  in  the 
interests  of  pharmacy.  All  branches  in  Great  Britain 
would  send  delegates,  whose  travelling  expenses  would 
be  paid,  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  which  would 
be  attended  by  European,.  American,  and  Colonial  dele- 
gates of  the  Pharmaceutical  Federation.  Thus  tha 
London  Conference  in  Julv  would  be  epoch-making.  He 
looked  forward  to  University  degrees  in  pharmacy.  A 
discussion  followed.

Notice  is  hereby  given,  under  the  Rules  Publication  Act, 
1893,  that  it  is  proposed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department,  after  the  expiration  of  forty  days 
from  this  date,  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  upon 
him  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920  (10  &  11  Geo.  V., 
Ch.  46),  to  make  Regulations  amending  the  Regulations 
made  on  the  20th  May,  1921,  under  Sections  3  and  7  of  the 
above-named  Act. 

The  amending  Regulations  deal  (a)  with  the  issue  of 
licences  to  procure  the  drugs  as  broker  or  agent,  and  (b) 
with  the  form  of  signatures  on  prescriptions  given  on  the 
official  form  for  National  Health  Insurance  purposes.

Draft  Regulations 

[Made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  under  Section  3  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  (a)  for  controlling  the  manu- 
facture, sale,  possession  and  distribution  of  raw  opium.) 

In  pursuance  of  Section  3  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1920,  (a)  I  hereby  make  the  following  Regulations  amend- 
ing the  Raw  Opium  Regulations,  1921,  (b)  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Principal  Regulations. 

1.  Regulation  1  of  the  Principal  Regulations  shall  be 
amended  and  shall  take  effect  as  if  at  the  end  of  para- 
graph (a)  were  inserted  the  words,  "  (but  so  far  only  as 
regards  procuring  raw  opium)  unless  he  is  licensed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  procure  raw  opium,  or  ". 

2.  These  Regulations  may  be  referred  to  as  the  Raw 
Opium  Regulations,  1923. 

(Made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  under  Section  7  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  (a)  for  controlling  the  manu- 
facture, sale,  possession,  and  distribution  of  dangerous 
drugs.) 

In  pursuance  of  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1920,  (a)  I  hereby  make  the  following  Regulations  amend- 
ing the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1921,  (b)  herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  Principal  Regulations. 

1.  Regulation  3  of  the  Principal  Regulations  shall  be 
amended  and  shall  take  effect  as  if  at  the  end  of  para- 
graph (a)  were  inserted  the  words  "  (but  so  far  only  as 
regards  proouring  the  drug)  unless  he  is  licensed  to  pro- 
cure the  drug,  or  ". 

2.  Regulation  5  of  the  Principal  Regulations  shall  be 
amended  and  shall  take  effect  as  if  for  the  words,  "  the 
medical  practitioner's  address  need  not  be  marked  on  the 
prescription,"  were  substituted  the  words,  "  the  prescrip- 
tion need  only  be  signed  with  the'  medical  practitioner's 
full  surname  and  the  initial  or  initials  of  his  Christian 
name  or  names,  and  need  not  be  marked  with  his  address." 

3.  These  Regulations  may  be  referred  to  as  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Regulations,  1923. 

Memorandum  for  Doctors  and  Dentists 

The  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  states  that  the  follow- 
ing statement  regarding  the  position  of  doctors  and  dentists 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  was  issued  by  the 
Home  Offioe  on  January  9.  It  is  to  be  published  as  a 
pamphlet  by  the  Stationery  Office  : — ■ 

1.  By  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and  the  Regulations  made 
under  it  certain  obligations  in  regard  to  the  giving  of 
prescriptions,  keeping  of  records,  etc.,  devolve  on  medical 
and  dental  practitioners,  and  the  Home  Secretary,  with  whose 
Department  rests  the  general  responsibility  for  the  admini- 


stration of  the  Act  and  Regulations,  has  had  under  con- 
sideration the  best  means  of  carrying  out  such  inspection 
as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  ensure  the  due 
fulfilment  of  those  obligations.  He  has  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  such  inspection  would  be  best  carried  out  by 
medical  officers,  and  after  consultation  with  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health,  it  has  been 
arranged  that  as  a  general  rule  this  work  shall  be  carried 
out  in  England  and  Wales  by  medical  officers  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  in  Scotland  by  medical  officers  of  the 
Scottish  Board  of  Health. 

2.  It  is  considered  that  it  may  be  convenient  for  doctors 
and  dentists  to  have  a  short  statement  of  the  main  provisions 
of  the  Act  and  Regulations  in  which  they  are  specially  ' 
concerned. 

I.—  General  Provisions 
Substances  Involved 

3.  The  substances  to  which  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
applies  are : 

Raw  opium ;  and 
Collectively  referred  to  as  Dangerous  Drugs  :  — 
Medicinal  opium  ; 

Cocaine  and  ecgonine  and  their  salts; 
Morphine  and  its  salts : 

Diamorphine  (heroin)  and  its  salts;  and  any  prepara- 
tion, admixture,  extract  or  other  substance  contain- 
ing one-fifth  per  cent,  or  more  of  morphine  or  one- 
tenth  per  cent,  or  more  of  cocaine,  ecgonine,  or 
diamorphine. 

The  percentage  in  the  case  of  morphine  is  calculated 
as  in  respect  of  anhydrous  morphine. 

4.  No  person  is  allowed  to  bring  into,  or  take  out  of  the 
country  any  of  the  drugs  unless  he  is  licensed  by  the  Homo 
Secretary,  and  no  person  is  allowed  to  be  in  posssession  of 
the  drugs  (subject  to  the  exceptions  named  in  the  next 
paragraph)  unless  he  is  licensed  or  otherwise  authorised  for 
the  purpose,  or  unless  the  drug  has  been  supplied  for  his 
use  by  a  medical  practitioner  or  in  accordance  with  a  medical 
or  dental  prescription. 

Preparations  Excepted 

5.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  following  preparations, 
though  they  come  within  the  Act,  are  specially  exempted 
from  the  Regulations  and  may  be  bought  and  sold  in  this 
country  in  the  same  way  as  ordinary  "  poisons  "  under  Ui9 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act :

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  following  preparations  do 
not  come  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act : 

Any  preparation  containing  less  than  one-fifth  per 
cent,  of  morphine  or  one-tenth  per  cent,  of  cocaine, 
ecgonine,  or  heroin.  Thus  any  mixture  containing  in 
each  drachm  not  more  than  11  minims  of  tr.  opii  or 
13  minims  of  liquor  morphinse  hydrochlor.  and  15  minims 
of  liquor  morphinse  acetat.  would  bo  unaffected  by  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations. 

Medical  Practitioners  and  Dentists  are  authorised  Persons 

6.  Any  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  and  any  regis- 
tered dentist  is  authorised  by  the  Regulations  to  be.  in 
possession  of  and  to  supply  dangerous  drug.;  and  (in  the  case 
of  medical  practitioners  only)  raw  opium,  so  far  as  is 
necessary  jot  the  practice  of  his  j>rofcssion.  The  words  [in 
italics]  are  important :  a  doctor  or  dentist  may  not  have 
or  use  the  drugs  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  minister- 
ing to  trie  strictly  medical,  or  dental,  needs  of  his  patients. 

7.  Subsequently  throughout  this  Memorandum  "  doctor  " 
is  to  be  read  as  meaning  a  medical  practitioner  whose  name 
is  on  the  Medical  Register ;  and  "  dentist  "  as  a  dental 
practitioner  whose  name  is  on  the  Dental  Register. 

8.  In  what  follows  it  should  be  noted  that  Part  II.  applies 
to  all  practising  doctors  and  dentists,  Part  III.  to  those 
only  that  dispense. 
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II.—  Regulations  Applicable  to  all  Doctors 
Prescriptions 

9.  The  following  remarks  only  apply  to  prescriptions  for 
medicines  containing  a  dangerous  drug  in  sufficient  strength 
to  come  within  the  Act  (see  above). 

10.  The  Home  Secretary  has  power  to  prescribe  an  official 
form  to  be  used  for  such  prescriptions,  but  he  has  not  at 
present  done  so. 

11.  Under  the  Regulations  the  prescription — 
(a)  must  be  in  writing  and  be  dated  ; 

(6)  must  be  signed  with  the  full  name  of  the  pre- 
scribing doctor  or  dentist  (the  Christian  names,  as  well 
as  the  surname,  must  be  written  in  full ;  initials  do  not 
satisfy  the  Regulations*)  ; 

(c)  must  bear  the  address  of  the  prescribing  doctor  or 
dentist  (except  in  the  case  of  prescriptions  issued  for 
National  Health  Insurance  purposes  on  the  official  form) ; 

(d)  must  state  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient 
(a  prescription  may  not  be  given  for  the  use  of  the 
prescriber  himself)  ; 

(<?)  must  state  the  total  amount  of  the  drug  to  be 
supplied  on  the  prescription. 

12.  Dentists  may  give  prescriptions  for  dental  treatment 
only,  and  in  addition  to  complying  with  the  above  require- 
ments they  must  mark  the  prescription  "  for  local  dental 
treatment  only." 

13.  The  prescription  has  to  .be  retained  by  the  chemist  by 
whom  it  is  dispensed  (except  in  the  case  of  prescriptions 
issued  for  National  Health  Insurance  purposes  on  the 
official  form),  and  he  is  only  allowed  to  dispense  it  once, 
unless  the  doctor  or  dentist  specially  directs  in  the  prescrip- 
tion that  it  may  be  dispensed  twice  or  three  times  (but  not 
more  than  three  times)  at  intervals  which  he  specifies.  In 
no  case  is  the  chemist  allowed  to  dispense  it  more  than 
three  times. 

14.  A  doctor  or  dentist  who  gives,  and  a  chemist  who 
accepts  and  dispenses,  a  prescription  not  drawn  up  in  every 
particular  in  accordance  with  these  Regulations  commits  an 
offence  against  the  Act. 

15.  The  Home  Secretary  desires  to  impress  as  strongly 
as  possible  on  doctors  and  dentists  the  importance  of  their 
observing  these  requirements  strictly  when  giving  a  prescrip- 
tion. Any  irregularity  on  tne  part  of  the  doctor  or  dentist 
may  lead  to  delay  in  the  patient  obtaining  the  medicine 
prescribed  for  him,  and  it  is  extremely  unfair  to  the  chemist 
that  he  should  be  placed  in  the  position  of  delaying  an 
important  prescription,  and  possibly  offending  the  doctor  or 
dentist,  or  committing  a  breach  of  the  law.  The  Secretary 
of  State  has  reason  to  believe  that  at  the  present  time  there 
are  very  numerous  irregularities  in  giving  prescriptions  for 
the  drugs,  and  representations  have  been  made  to  him  by 
chemists  as  to  the  difficult  position  in  wfhich  they  are  placed, 
and,  he  is  afraid  he  must  add,  the  annoyance  or  resentment 
displayed  by  doctors  and  dentists  in  many  cases  at  being 
asked  to  correct  the  irregularities  of  their  prescriptions. 

Method  of  Obtaining  Supplies  of  the  Drugs 

16.  A  doctor  or  dentist  who  requires  the  drugs  for  the 
purpose  of  his  practice  may  obtain  from  any  person  who  has 
a  general  licence  or  authority  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  to  supply  the  drugs.  All  pharmacists  who  are  lawfully 
keeping  open  shop  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  are  so  authorised  (except  in  the  rare  cases 
where  the  authorisation  has  had  to  be  withdrawn  for 
offences  against  the  Regulations),  and  all  or  practically  all 
the  established  firms  of  wholesale  chemists  have  also  obtained 
licences  from  the  Home  Secretary  to  supply  the  drugs,  in 
any  case  of  doubt  a  doctor  or  dentist  can  always  ascertain, 
by  inquiry  from  the  Home  Office,  whether  a  firm  is  author- 
ised to  supply  the  drugs  or  not. 

17.  It  will  assist  the  administration  of  the  law,  and 
probably  also  save  the  doctor  or  dentist  some  inconvenience, 
if  he  gives  all  orders  for  the  drugs  in  writing  (except  in 
cases  of  extreme  emergency),  and  signs  them  with  his  full 
name  and  address.  The  chemist  has  to  satisfy  himself  before 
selling  the  drugs  that  the  purchaser  is  authorised  by  the 
Regulations  to  have  them,  and  in  cases  where  the  doctor  or 
dentist  is  not  well  known  to  him  some  delay  in  making 
inquiries  may  be  avoided  by  a  full  written  order,  duly  signed. 

18.  If  a  messenger  is  sent  by  the  doctor  or  dentist  to 
take  delivery  of  the  drugs,  the  messenger  must  be  given  an 
authority  in  writing,  signed  by  the  doctor  or  dentist,  to 
receive  the  drugs  on  behalf  of  the  doctor  or  dentist ;  a 
chemist  is  forbidden  to  deliver  drugs  to  a  messenger  not  so 
authorised. 

*  It  is  proposed  in  the  case  of  proscriptions  issued  for  National 
Health  Insurance  purposes  on  the  official  form  to  require  only 
the  surname  In  full,  with  the  initials  of  the  Christian  names. 


19.  A  doctor  or  dentist  is  not  allowed  to  be  supplied  with 
the  drugs  on  a  prescription  made  out  by  himself  in  his 

own  favour. 

20.  Doctors  and  dentists  are  advised  to  keep  any  dangerous 
drugs,  when  not  in  use,  under  lock  and  key  so  far  as  possible. 
This  is  not  actually  required  by  the  Regulations,  but  is 
obviously  a  desirable  precaution. 

21.  A  doctor  or  dentist  who  requires  the  drugs  solely  for 
administration  to  his  patients  by  himself  personally,  or  under 
his  own  direct  personal  supervision,  and  does  not  dispense 
them,  is  under  no  obligation  to  keep  the  records  required 
by  the  Regulations  as  explained  in  Part  III.  of  this 
Memorandum.  . 

III. — Regulations  Applicable  to  Dispensing  Doctors 

22.  Doctors  who  dispense  or  supply  medicine*  are  under 
the  obligation  to  keep  the  registers  of  purchases  and  supplies 
described  below. 

Register  of  Purchases 

23.  Separate  registers  or  separate  parts  of  a  register  are 
to  be  appropriated  for  each  of  the  drugs.  The  form  in  which 
the  register  has  to  be  kept  is  as  follows:  —

24.  The  correct  entry  in  the  register  must  be  made  on  the 
day  on  which  the  drug  is  received  or  the  following  day; 
an  entry  must  not  be  cancelled,  obliterated,  or  altered — any 
mistake  must  be  corrected  by  a  footnote  or  marginal  note 
giving  the  correct  particulars,  and  dated. 


Register  of  Supplies 
25.  Similar  registers  or  parts  of  a  register  must  be  kept 
for  each  drug  "supplied"  in  the  following  form:  —

26.  The  entry  must  be  made  on  the  day  on  which  the  drug 
is  supplied  or  the  following  day.  The  same  rules  as  to 
mistakes  and  corrections  apply. 

27.  N.B. — It  is  specially  provided,  however,  by  the 
Regulations,  that  if  a  doctor  keeps  a  day-book  in  which  he 
records  particulars  of  any  of  the  drugs  dispensed  by  him  to 
his  patients,  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient  and 
elate  of  supply,  he  needs  only  record  in  his  register  of  sup- 
plies the  date  and  the  appropriate  reference  to  the  entry 
in  his  day-book. 

28.  A  doctor  who  dispenses  at  more  than  one  set  of 
premises  is  required  to  keep  a  separate  register  or  registers 
at  each  set  of  premises. 

29.  All  records,  including  registers,  day-books,  and  other 
documents,  must  be  kept  for  not  less  than  two  years  from 
the  date  of  the  document  or  the  last  entry  therein. 

IV. — Offences  and  Penalties 

30.  A  doctor  or  dentist  who  obtains,  or  attempts  to  obtain, 
the  drugs  for  a  purpose  not  covered  by  his  authorisation,  or 
wrho  infringes  any  of  the  Regulations,  commits  an  offence 
against  the  Act.  and  if  convicted  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  £200  or 
to  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard  labour  for  six  months, 
or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

31.  Further,  the  Home  Secretary  has  power,  after  the 
conviction  of  any  doctor  or  dentist,  to  withdraw  from  him 
his  authorisation :  the  effect  of  this  would  be  to  deprive 
him  entirely  of  the  right  to  be  in  posssession  of  or  to  supply 
the  drugs. 

V. — Hospitals,  etc. 

32.  Hospitals,  asylums,  Poor  Law  institutions,  or  sana- 
toriums  supported  by  a  public  authority  or  out  of  public 

*  The  obligation  would  apply  in  the  case  of  a  doctor  or  dentist 
leaving  a  supply  of  any  of  the  drugs  with  a  nurse  for 
administration  to  a  patient  during  the  absence  of  the  doctor 
or  dentist. 
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funds,  or  by  a  charity  or  voluntary  subscriptions,  have  been 
exempted  by  Home  Office  Order  from  the  operation  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  subject  to  compliance  with  the 
conditions  laid  down  in  the  Order.  The  terms  of  the  Order 
(dated  August  15,  1921,  and  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Stationery  Office)  should  be  consulted. 

VI. — Inspection. 

33.  All  registers,  and  other  records,  required  to  be  kept 
for  the  purpose  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and  Regulations 
thereunder,  and  any  stocks  of  the  drugs  held,  must  at  all 
times  be  available  for  inspection  by  any  duly  authorised 
inspector. 

34.  As  indicated  in  the  opening  paragraph  of  this 
Memorandum,  the  Home  Secretary  has  authorised  Medical 
Officers  6T  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  of  the  Scottish  Board 
of  Health  to  act  as  Inspectors  for  this  purpose  in  England 
and  Wales  and  in  Scotland  respectively. 

35.  Notice  of  a  visit  for  the  purposes  of  inspection  will  not 
necessarily  be  given,  and  medical  practitioners  who  dispense 
should  make  such  arrangements  that  the  registers  and  other 
records  can  be  produced,  if  required,  for  inspection  in  their 
absence. 


Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

Record  of  matters  concerning   Chemists'  interests  in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Complaint  against  Limited  Company 

The  Minister  of  Health,  having  considered  the  Report 
made  by  the  Inquiry  Committee  constituted  by  him  on 
a  representation  made  by  the  London  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, to  inquire  into  the  case  of  Noble's  Drug  Stores, 
Ltd.,  of  2  Well  Street,  Cable  Street,  E.l,  and  being  satis- 
fied that  the  continuance  of  the  company  on  the  list  of 
persons  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  would  be  pre- 
judicial to  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  has  decided  to 
remove  the  name  of  the  company  from  the  list  from 
January  22.  The  costs  of  the  Insurance  Committee  are  to 
be  paid  by  Noble's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.  The  representations 
were  based  on  the  facts  and  grounds  that  from  March  to 
July,  1922,  the  company  had  no  superintendent  chemist 
registered  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
1908,  and  particularly  with  the  provisions  of  sub-section  4 
of  Section  3  of  the  said  Act.  Also,  on  May  29,  1922,  no 
qualified  person  was  in  charge  of  fivs  of  the  company's 
shops,  and  no  certificate  of  qualification  was  exhibited  in 
the  shops.  Two  of  these  shops  are  not  included  in  the 
company's  agreement  with  the  Insurance  Committee,  but 
in  breach  of  the  agreement  prescriptions  have  from  time 
to  time  been  dispensed  there.  The  respondent  company 
submitted  no  answer  in  writing  to  the  foregoing  representa- 
tion. Following  upon  this  representation  an  inquiry  was 
held  at  the  Ministry  of  Health,  on  November  15,  1922, 
with  the  above-mentioned  result. 


Payment  of  Chemists  in  1923 

After  conferring  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  (Scotland)  and  representatives  of  the  Scottish 
Association  of  Insurance  Committees,  the  Scottish  Board 
of  Health  have  decided  to  constitute  the  Central  Drug 
Fund  for  defraying  the  cost  of  drugs  and  appliances  to 
be  supplied  during  1923  to  insured  persons  entitled  to 
treatment  from  Insurance  practitioners  on  the  basis 
agreed  upon  for  1922,  namely,  Is.  lOd.  per  capita  of 
the  number  of  insured  persons  estimated  by  the  Board 
in  consultation  with  the  Government  actuary  to  be 
entitled  to  medical  benefit  for  the  year.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  has  agreed  to  a  slight  modifi- 
cation in  the  arrangements  for  pricing  vaccines  and 
serums,  and  has  recommended  chemists  to  continue  phar- 
maceutical service  for  1923  on  the  basis  of  the  existing 
contracts  subject  to  that  modification,  which  has  the 
effect  of  limiting  the  amount  of  the  one-third  added  to 
the  cost  under  the  drug^tariff  scale  to  the  sum  of  five 
shillings.  The  usual  dispensing-fee  of  5d.  will  continue 
to  be  allowed  in  addition  to  cost.  Intimation  of  the 
alteration,  which  took  effect  on  .January  1,  has  been 
made  to  persons  under  agreement  with  the  committee 
to  supply  drugs  and  appliances. 


Associations'  Winter  Session 

Ealing. — The  Ealing  Pharmacists'  Association,  at  a 
meeting  on  January  9,  were  addressed  by  Mr.  Lawman 
(sales  manager  of  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  who  took  Sales- 
manship  as  his  subject. 

Edinburgh — At  a  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh 
Chemists  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Association, 
held  on  January  10,  Mr.  T.  A.  Smith  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair,  Miss  Isa  Ingram,  M.P.S., 
in  a  communication  on  Organic  Chemistry  for  the 
Qualifying  Examination,  explained  the  principles  under- 
lying the  chemistry  of  the  carbon  compounds,  and  the 
constitution  of  organic  compounds,  with  special  reference 
to  those  commonly  occurring  in  pharmacy  which  are  in- 
cluded in  the  examination  syllabus.  Mr.  Eric  Knott, 
Ph.C,  gave  a  lecture  and  practical  demonstration  on 
Film  Tests  in  Analysis.  He  explained  that  this  was 
in  response  to  a  request  made  at  last  meeting.  When 
dealing1  with  a  single  salt  this  test  greatly  facilitated 
analysis  by  revealing  the  presence  or  absence  of  any  metals 
in  group  II.  With  double  or  treble  salts  it  was  not  so 
valuable.  With  a  little  practice,  however,  it  became  very 
helpful  in  detecting  the  salts  probably  present  or  absent. 
The  methods  for  obtaining  the  different  metallic  and 
oxide  films  and  their  identification  were  then  practically 
demonstrated.  After  discussion,  votes  of  thanks  were 
awarded  the  authors. 

London  (W.). — Augmented  by  members  of  the  National 
Association  of  Women  Pharmacists,  the  attendance  at  the 
meeting  of  The  Western  Pharmacists'  Association,  at 
Slaters'  Restaurant,  on  January  11,  to  hear  an  address 
on  Wireless  Telegraphy  and  Telephony,  by  Mr.  Norman 
G.  Widger  (Marconi  Co.,  Ltd.),  numbered  170.  Prior  to 
the  lecture  Mr.  W.  E.  D.  Shirtliff  (President),  who 
occupied  the  chair,  referred  to  the  illness  of  the  treasurer, 
Mr.  H.  S.  Watson,  and  suggested  that  the  secretary 
should  convey  to  him  the  sympathy  of  the  meeting.  Mr. 
Widger,  whose  lecture  was  illustrated  by  lantern  slides, 
said  that  wireless  telegraphy  had  been  in  use  since  1900, 
but  it  was  during  the  war  that  telephony  had  made  great 
strides,  and  he  proceeded  to  survey  the  subject  from  its 
earliest  principles  to  its  present  activity.  After  referring 
to  the  discoveries  of  Hertz,  a  slide  was  shown  of  how 
Senatore  Marconi  put  the  Hertz  radiator  to  practical  use. 
Waves  in  the  ether,  wave  signalling,  and  the  manner  in 
which  the  interference  of  one  station  with  another  is 
obviated  by  adjusting  the  length  and  frequency  of  the 
waves  were  lucidly  explained.  The  functioning  of  a  trans- 
mitter was  detailed,  and  a  picture  of  a  typical  ship's 
cabin  was  shown  on  the  screen.  After  describing  the 
differences  between  continuous  and  damped  waves,  how 
the  former  are  produced,  and  their  advantages  over  the 
latter,  the  lecturer  came  to  the  valve,  the  way  in  which 
the  various  parts — filament,  grid  and  plate — work  being 
simply  explained,  the  illustrations  ranging  from  sections 
of  instruments  to  the  huge  panels  at  Clifden  (now 
destroyed)  and  Carnarvon.  The  telephone,  tuning  and 
direction  finders  were  then  dealt  with  in  turn  and  followed 
by  slides  depicting  ships'  sets — from  liners'  to  lifeboats', 
aeroplane  sets,  the  stations  at  Carnarvon,  Towyn,  New 
York  (which  was  designed  to  become  the  hub  of  the  wire- 
less world  as  this  country  is  of  the  cables),  Witham,  and 
the  wireless  lighthouse  at  Inchkeith  in  the  Firth  of 
Forth.  The  last-mentioned  picture  led  to  a  description  of 
how  the  station  functions.  Unidirectional  waves  are) 
sent  out,  and  by  taking  readings  from  time  to  time  the 
captain  is  enabled  to  locate  his  position  in  foggy  weather 
as  easily  as  if  the  lighthouse  could  be  seen.  Several  ques- 
tions followed,  the  junior  members  of  the  audience  being 
of  a  specially  inquiring  frame  of  mind.  The  queries 
showed,  however,  that  there  were  present  several  who  had 
got  beyond  the  novice  stage,  and  elicited  from  the  lecturer 
that,  in  his  opinion,  crystal  sets,  with,  of  course,  an 
outdoor  aerial,  are  the  most  suitable  for  reception  of 
broadcasting  in  the  London  area.  At  intervals  during  the 
evening  selections  were  given  from  "  Siegfried  "  from  the 
Opera  House,  Covent  Garden.  A  six-valve  receiving  set 
was  used  for  this  purpose  in  conjunction  with  a  frame 
aerial  and  loud  speaker.  The  lantern  was  provided  and 
operated  by  Mr.  H.  Mills,  Ph.C. 
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The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and 
higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for 
selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk 
quantities.

French  castor  oil 
is  cheaper.  Mercury  is  still  sagging,  while  crude  anti- 
mony is  held  for  higher  prices.

During  the  past  fort- 
night 61  cases  druggists'  were  sold  at  £T. 12.25  to  12.50 
per  oke.  To-day  there  is  not  a  single  actual  purchaser  in 
the  local  market.  No  important  transactions  have  been 
reported  from  Smyrna;  however,  one  speculator  there  has 
purchased  requisitioned  stocks,  amounting  to  40  oke,  at 
£T.11.70.  From  October  to  December  11,  617  cases  have 
been  sold  and  exported  from  Smyrna,  and  755  cases  from 
Constantinople,  making  a  total  of  1,372  cases.  Following 
these  important  transactions,  and  owing  to  the  New  Year 
festivities,  buyers  for  European  countries  have  withdrawn 
from  the  market.  Arrivals  from  the  interior,  coupled  with 
the  steadiness  of  the  British  exchange,  are  inducing  some 
holders  to  realise  their  stocks.  However,  the  local  stocks 
amount  to  only  814  cases,  which  is  below  the  annual  average, 
while  the  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  although  the 
stock  held  in  Constantinople  amounts  to  814  cases,  the  stock 
in  Smyrna  has  already  been  reduced  to  150-160  cases.  Pur- 
chases made  through  Paris  for  Japan  have  also  ceased. 
.  Rubber  has  further  advanced,  and  the  market  is 
extremely  firm,  with  an  upward  tendency.  The  increase 
since  our  last  report  is  fully  jd.  per  lb.  An  announce- 
ment by  the  Colonial  Office  that  the  reports  current  in 
certain  quarters  that  the  restriction  scheme  was  about  to 
be  modified  in  order  to  assist  American  interests  was 
definitely  denied  ;  this  denial  had  the  result  of  imparting 
a  stronger  tone  in  the  market.

Potassium  prussiate  has  been  quite  active,  and  the 
market  is  very  healthy  ;  yellow  is  firm  at  the  advanced 
rates  of  Is.  5jd.  to  Is.  5|d.  per  lb. 

Sal  ammoniac  is  steady  at  unchanged  rates  for  spot 
with  a  fair  business  on  the  market  ;  dog-tooth  crystals, 
50s.  ;  medium,  45s.  ;  fine  white  crystals,  29s.  per  cwt. 

Saltcake  is  well  called  for  with  supplies  appearing  short. 
The  home  trade  price  is  about  £5  per  ton^  and  £6  per 
ton  f.o.b.  is  asked  for  export. 

Sodium  bicarbonate  is  maintained  at  £10  tOs.  per 
ton,  in  bags,  carriage  paid.  This  is  the  British  makers' 
price  for  home  trade  only. 

Sodium  bichromate  is  unchanged  at  4^d.  per  lb.  on  a 
steady  and  fairly  busy  market. 

Sodium  chlorate  remains  dull,  with  the  price  difficult 
to  obtain  as  quoted  a  2-|d.  to  3d.  per  lb. 
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Sodium  hyposulphite. — The  demand  on  spot  for  pea. 
crystals  has  been  very  quiet  of  late  and  parcels  are  now 
offering  at  about  £15  to  £15  10s.  per  ton  for  photo- 
graphic quality  packed  in  1-cwt.  kegs.  Commercial 
quality  is  at  about  £10  per  ton. 

Sodium  prussiate  is  much  steadier,  and  the  price  is 
inclined  to  recover  the  slight  drop  recorded  last  week.

Carbolic  acid 
crystals  stand  firm  at  advanced  rates.  Pitch  is  main- 
tained at  a  high  level.  Business  has  been  fairly  good. 
Aniline  oil  and  salt  are  unchanged  on  neglected 
market  at  lid.  per  lb.  Betanaphxhol  is  steady  at  about 
]  s.  4jd.  per  lb.  on  a  quiet  market.  Pitch  stands  firm 
at  135s.  per  ton,  and  a  iair  volume  of  business  continues 
to  be  done  at  about  this  London  price.  Pure  methyl 
alcohol  has  been  well  called  for,  and  importers'  prices 
are  firm  at  £110  to  £115  per  ton,  ex  wharf,  London. 
Carbolic  acid  crystals  are  firmer  on  a  rising  market — 
most  quotations  are  now  at  about  8Jd.  to  9d.  per  lb.

to  3s.  per  lb.  Naphthalene  is  very  steady,  and  inquiry  has 
been  much  better  of  late — quoted  at  about  £17  per  ton ; 
crude,  £5  to  £8  10s.  ;  crystals,  £16;  powder,  £16;  balls, 
£24  ;  tablets,  £34 ;  candles,  £34  per  ton,  packages  free. 
Disinfectants  are  at  the  old  price  of  3s.  9d.  per  gallon, 
barrels  free. 

Fixed  Oils,  etc. 

Turpentine  has  advanced  sharply,  but  the  market  is 
inactive.  Linseed  oil  is  irregular,  with  a  stronger  tone 
for  most  positions.  Most  of  the  other  products  are  at 
level  rates  on  the  week,  with  business  fairly  satisfactory. 
Acid  oils. — Spot  rates  have  declined  about  a  shilling  for 
all  grades,  but  the  market  is  now  very  steady.  Coconut, 
34s.  ;  palm-kernel,  34s. ;  groundnut,  34s.  Coconut  oil. — 
The  higher  rates  recorded  last  week  are  maintained,  with 
the  market  steady.  Deodorised,  46s.  ;  Ceylon,  43s.  ; 
Cochin,  46s.  Cottonseed  oil. — The  rates  for  all  grades 
have  declined  after  the  recent  sharp  advances,  but  the 
market  seems  to  be  very  steady  at  the  close.  Deodorised, 
46s.  ;  common  edible,  42s.  ;  soapmaking,  40s.  ;  crude,  38s. 
Groundnut  oil. — There  is  no  change  to  record,  and  the 
market  is  steady  but  quiet.  Deodorised,  55s.  ;  crude 
Oriental,  47s.  Linseed  oil.— Naked  raw  has  been  rather 
irregular,  but  business  has  been  on  a  slightly  better  scale. 
Rates  at  the  close  to-day  were  still  varying,  but  seemed 
stronger  on  the  week,  with  the  advance  more  pronounced 
for  forward  positions.  On  spot,  38s.  9d.  ;  January-April, 
35s.  3d.  to  35s.  6d.  ;  May-August,  32s.  1^-d.  per  cwt. 
Hull,  on  spot,  39s.  3d.  ;  January-April,  35s.  7^d.  ;  May- 
August,  32s.  4£d.  The  shipments  from  the  River  Plate 
have  not  as  yet  shown  any  notable  increase,  and  the 
afloats  to  this  country  remain  very  small.  The  total 
December  imports  of  linseed  were  only  20,270  tons,  and 
the  deficit  for  the  twelve  months,  with  a  total  of  358.884 
tons,  amounts  to  about  111,000  tons,  as  compared  with 
1921.  The  December  exports  of  linseed  oil  were  1.553 
tons,  making  an  aggregate  of  59,448  for  the  year  as  against 
55,252  tons  for  1921.  Palm-kernel  oil. — The  higher  rates 
of  last  week  are  maintained,  with  the.  market  steady. 
Deodorised,  44s.  :  crude,  37s.  Palm  cil. — The  rates 
quoted  at  the  close  to-day  show  very  little  change,  but 
are  perhaps  not  out  to  so  strong.  Lagos.  35s.  ;  softs  are  a 
ehi'J<s  easier  at  34v<.  9d.  :  hards  are  steady  at  36s.  6d. 


Rape  oil. — Quoted  rates  are  unchanged,  with  the  market 
dull.  Refined,  47s.  ;  crude,  43s.  Soya  bean  oil. — 
Deodorised  has  further  advanced  and  is  now  quoted  at 
48s.  on  a  steady  market.  Crude  Oriental  is  steady  at  37s. 
Turpentine. — After  some  renewed  weakness  on  a  drugging 
trade  demand,  with  business  done  down  to  about  101s.  in 
near  positions,  the  market  has  reacted  upward  very  sharply 
under  strong  American  cable  advices,  closing  at  109s. 
spot  and  110s.  for  January- April  delivery.  Prices, 
indeed,  have  been  advanced  substantially,  and  it  looks  as 
if  the  market  is  in  for  another  period  of  severe  stringency. 
Stocks  left  in  America  are  said  to  be  very  light,  and  the 
demand  there  has  revived.  Tse  December  imports  were 
697  tons,  making  a  total  of  20,170  tons  for  the  year.  This 
compares  with  15,424  tons  for  1921  and  22,559  tons  foi 
1920. 

American  Drug-trade  Conditions 

Chas.  L.  Huisking,  Inc.,  drug  brokers,  New  York,  in 
the  course  of  their  weekly  market  report  for  December  22, 
1922,  state  that  "  a  resume  of  the  year's  trade  shows 
the  year  closing  with  much  more  stability  to  the  market 
than  it  had  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Prices  now 
are  in  many  instances  considerably  higher,  and  while 
the  drug  and  chemical  business  still  shows  effects  of 
the  chaotic  conditions  existing  in  Europe  a  comparison 
of  markets  indicates  a  much  healthier  condition  existing 
on  this  side.  While  there  is  still  some  grumbling  regard- 
ing some  apparent  inequalities  imposed  by  the  present 
tariff,  it  must  be  recognised  that  it  helped  tremendously 
to  stabilise  things  in  our  line,  and  while  imports  of 
certain  articles  have  been  practically  shut  out,  imports 
generally  remain  large,  and  those  domestic  manufacturers 
still  adversely  affected  must  be  content  to  wait  for  relief 
that  must  come  with  economic  improvement  in  Europe, 
and  through  it  greater  value  to  foreign  currencies.  The 
drug,  chemical  and  allied  industries  taken  as  a  whole 
seem  to  have  fared  fairly  well  during  the  year,  and 
prospects  are  unquestionably  brighter  for  1923.  We  can 
hardly  look  for  a  boom,  but  it  is  our  opinion  that  good 
steady  business  seems  assured,  and  we  look  for  trade 
to  be  done  in  good  volume  at  profitable  prices." 

Hungarian  Drug  Market 

Budapest,  J anuary  7 
Trade  is  somewhat  quiet  owing  to  the  German  mark 
having  depreciated  much  below  the  Hungarian  currency, 
and  therefore  German  merchants  are  not  yet  inclined  to 
pay  the  high  prices  which  are  controlled  by  the  value  of 
the  Hungarian  kronen  over  the  mark.  At  the  same  time 
the  stocks  bought  and  contracted  for  by  German  merchants 
before  the  depreciation  of  the  mark  are  still  offered  and 
sold  in  Germany  far  below  their  true  value  if  taking  into 
account  proportionately  the  depreciation  of  their  currency. 
The  German  stocks  must  shortly  be  exhausted  and  the 
prices  of  goods  in  Germany  will  rise,  and  in  consequence 
of  this  trade  should  be  much  brisker  a  month  hence.  It 
must  also  be  taken  into  consideration  that  owing  to  the 
rate  of  freights  having  been  very  much  increased  in 
Hungary,  Austria  and  Germany  all  future  consignments 
will  be  proportionately  dearer.  Some  of  the  prices  ruling 
in  Budapest  are  the  equivalent  of:  —

Wireless  Aerials 

Sib., — Replying  to  your  correspondent  D.  W.  (C.  <k  D., 
January  13,  p.  71),  the  formula  is  clear  : — Height  + 
length+lead-in  =  100  feet.  Any  number  of  wires  majy 
be  used,  according  to  the  width  of  spreader,  but  they 
should  not  be  less  than  three  feet  apart.  Users  of  valve 
sets,  or  one  valve  to  amplify  their  crystal  sets,  are  best 
advised  not  to  use  outside  aerials  at  all.  Better  results 
can  be  obtained  by  making  a  frame  aerial — say  ten  winds 
on  a  four-foot  frame.  Chemists  taking  up  wireless  for 
business  purposes  have  better  opportunities  to  sell  "  sets  " 
if  they  can  show  customers  results  by  "  inside  "  recep- 
tion— quite  a  lot  of  people  have  objections  to  "  sticking 
up  "  aerials,  and  many  landlords  raise  objections.  As  an 
experimenter  since  1906  I  shall  be  glad  to  help  any 
readers  of  the  best  "  chemists'  "  weekly.

Sir, — The  -inquiry  in  the  C.  &  D.,  of  January  13 
(p.  71),  may  be  inductively  answered  by  reference  to 
page  61,  section  7,  of  the  same  issue  :  "  Combined  height 
and  length  not  to  exceed  100  feet."  This  is  not  the 
length  of  wire  used  in  making  up  a  double  aerial,  but  the 
length  between  extenders  and  that  of  the  lead-in.  A 
"roof  "  aerial  efficiency  is  due  to  its  single  length  as 
far  as  its  reception  of  wave  length,  but  is  enhanced  by 
the  condenser  effect  of  the  double  system  occurring  be- 
tween itself  and  earth.  The  best  method  is  to  utilise 
the  receiving  current  as  near  the  lead-in  as  possible, 
and  carry  the  telephone  circuit  to  the  distant  point  where 
one  wishes  to  listen,  otherwise  much  high  frequency  oscil- 
lation is  lost  by  inductance  of  walls,  etc.  If  your  cor- 
respondent is  r.ear  to  a  broadcasting  station,  a  simple 
crystal  set  will  suffice  ;  but  if  at  all  distant  an  amplifying 
device  will  be  required  to  supplement,  or  even  supplant 
it.    Personally  I  prefer  the  former  method. — Yours  truly,

Turnover  in  Dried  Milk 

Sir, — The  figures  given  by  "  Rad  Rhei  "  (C.  &  D., 
January  13,  p.  71)  showing  the  quantities  of  dried  milk, 
emulsion,  and  virol  disposed  of  by  a  small  Welfare  Com- 
mittee in  one  month  only  are  astonishing,  and  show  what 
an  enormous  quantity  of  these  products  must  be  consumed, 
taking  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  amount  of  this  trade 
which  passes  through  the  hands  of  the  retail  pharmacist 
is,  by  comparison,  totally  negligible,  and  as  it  is  not  likely 
that  the  manufacturers  supply  even  Welfare  Centres  at 
coet  price  it  is  obvious  that  taking  into  consideration  the 
turnover  involved,  the  steady  demand,  and  the  security 
of  payment  which  accompanies  this  trade,  they  are  not 
likely  to  worry  much  about  the  complaints  o*  chemists 
or  to  alter  their  policy  in  favour  of  the  retailer. 
One  cannot  help  thinking  that  such  quantities  as  these 
carnot  all  be  supplied  to  really  necessitous  persons,  in 
spite  of  the  claim  that  applicants  have  to  disclose  their 
income  or  to  sign  a  form  declaring  their  need.

Price  Protection  Schemes 

Sir, — One  follows  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  the 
discussion  that  is  going  on  and  the  suggestions  that  are 
being  made  that  proprietors  should  form  an  Association 
for  the  sale  of  their  proprietary  lines  direct  to  the 
pharmacists.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  if  the  owners 
of  proprietaries  did  band  themselves  together,  put  up  a 
guarantee  fund  and  enthusiastically  worked  the  idea  they 
could  form  a  powerful  organisation,  strong  enough  to 
force  the  wholesalers  to  climb-down  a  bit  and  take  a 
more  reasonable  view  of  things  than  they  do  at  present. 


The  capital  involved  in  the  various  proprietary  lines  runs 
into  millions,  but  the  proprietors  are  denied  the  right  to 
be  masters  in  the  own  houses.  They  take  all  the  risks, 
they  have  to  pay  two  or  three  times  as  much  for  adver- 
tising as  before  the  war,  and"  owing  to  the  patent 
medicine  stamps  are  practically  unable  to  raise  their 
prices  to  the  public,  and  yet  they  are  expected  to  increase 
profits  both  to  the  wholesaler  and  retailer.  The  worm 
will  turn  at  last.  No  one  grudges  the  i-etailer  or  whole- 
saler a  reasonable  profit,  but  after  all  the  proprietors 
are  entitled  to  some  sort  of  consideration,  instead  of  being 
perpetually  shied  at  like  aunt  sallies  at  a  country  fair.

"Pawns  in  the  Proprietors'  Game  " 

Sir, — Without  wishing  to  express  any  views,  favour- 
able or  otherwise,  on  the  Glaxo  controversy,  may  I  point 
out  that  the  one  mistaken  idea  that  every  proprietor 
of  patent  remedies  and  foods  has  is  that  pharmacists 
are  over-eager  to  sell  his  particular  product  ?  At  present 
the  pharmacist  is  cursed  with  hundreds  of  these  remedies, 
all  claiming  to  be  the  best  profit-maker  ;  every  morning 
one's  letter-box  is  filled  with  wonderful  schemes  of  com- 
petitions, bonus  offers,  and  so  forth,  which,  on  examina- 
tion, turn  out  to  be  a  method  of  inducing  the  credulous 
buyer  to  do  the  advertising  and  distributing.  The  conse- 
quence is  that  the  bulk  of  us  do  not  care  a  straw  whose 
goods  we  sell  provided  they  show  a  rapid  turnover  and 
a  living  profit,  and  if  any  particular  proprietary  proves 
a  nuisance,  we  drop  it.  The  sooner  this  is  realised  the 
sooner  shall  we  get  better  treatment;  the  manufacturera 
will  deal  with  us  as  business  men  co-operating  with 
them,  and  not  merely  as  pawns  in  the  proprietors'  game.

Unusual  Doses 

Sir, — The  paper  read  before  the  North  British  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the  dosage  of  digitalis, 
etc.  [C.  &  D.,  December  30,  1922,  p.  943),  once  again 
draws  attention  to  the  difficulties  arising  when  doctors 
exceed  the  Pharmacopoeia  standard  of  doses.  There  was 
considerable  discussion  on  this  matter  in  the  columns  cf 
the  C.  &  D.  some  time  ago.  Under  the  present  rigime, 
there  is  only  one  fact  which  is  established,  and  that  is, 
that  whatever  course  he  pursues  the  pharmacist  is  always 
wrong.  Even  when  he  follows  the  line  of  prudence  and 
communicates  with  the  doctor,  he  comes  off  second  best ; 
for  practitioners  are,  as  a  rule,  of  two  types,  the  irascible 
typo  who  asks  if  the  pharmacist  is  presuming  to  question 
his  knowledge,  and  curtly  tells  him  to  dispense  as  written, 
and  the  amused  type,  who,  with  a  satirical  smile, 
inquires  whether  the  dispenser  has  had  any  experience  of 
doses  other  than  reading  them  in  the  B.P.  Sometimes, 
however,  such  methods  overreach  themselves ;  I  once 
had  a  script  for  pills  containing  an  extra  large  dose  of 
acid,  arsenios.  and,  on  visiting  the  doctor  to  point  it  out, 
he  was  more  than  rude  to  me  about  it ;  but  the  patient 
forgot  to  take  a  pill  at  the  proper  time  and  took  two  at 
night  to  make  up  for  it,  with  the  result  that  the  impolite 
medico  spent  an  arduous  night  pulling  him  round.  In  one 
country  in  which  I  have  had  experience  abroad  it  was 
compulsory  for  the  doctor,  when  ordering  above  the  phar- 
macopoeia! limit,  to  underline  and  initial  the  quantity,  so 
that  if  this  special  mark  were  omitted  the  dispenser  treated 
it  as  a  mistake :  something  of  this  kind  would  be  of  great 
benefit  here.  The  medical  man  is  the  only  one  who  is  legally 
entitled  to  practise  all  through  without  interference :  he 
diagnoses  the  complaint,  prescribes,  dispenses,  and  writes 
the  death  certificate ;  and  he  can  do  all  this  single-handed 
without  any  check,  whereas  the  pharmacist  who  has  no 
say  in  the  matter  from  first  to  last  is  liable  to  be  held 
responsible  at  law  for  any  mistake,  even  though  not  his 
own  fault.  The  chairman  at  the  meeting  to  which  I  have 
referred  suggested  that  a  two  years'  course  of  pharmacy 
should  be  included  in  the  medical  curriculum ;  and  although 
I  think  that  is  putting  it  rather  high,  there  should  cer- 
tainly be  some  practical  method  of  teaching  pharmacy  to 
medical  students.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Irish 
Pharmacists'  Association  in  November,  1921,  a  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  asking  the  Council  to  make 
Matriculation  compulsory  instead  of  the  present  Pre- 
liminary examination.  That  is  my  justification  for  the 
part  I  have  taken  in  the  educational  movement.  I  have 
no  responsibility,  direct  or  indirect,  for  the  present 
agitation  over  the  R.D.  question.  If  "  Sidelight  "  will 
make  a  dean  direct  charge  against  me,  and  if  he  will 
have  the  courage  to  sign  his  name  thereto,  I  shall  be 
happy  to  reply  to  him.

Sir, — In  reply  to  "  Felicity,"  permit  me  to  state  my 
letter  of  December  23  did  not  suggest  that  registered 
druggists  have  no  legal  status,  or  that  grocers  and 
English  drug-store  proprietors  have.  But  I  did  state, 
and  here  repeat  it,  that  a  grocer  has  as  much  moral 
and  legal  right  to  compound  medical  prescriptions  as  a 
druggist — the  latter,  as  well  as  the  English  drug-store 
proprietor,  being  an  unqualified  person.  Druggists  have 
a  legal  status  as  mixers  and  vendors  of  poison. 
•"  Felicity's  "  remark  re  the  opinions  of  the  English 
Attorney-General  (after  hearing  the  Belfast  deputation) 
and  those  of  Messrs.  Meeke,  Watson  and  Wells  does  not 
alter  the  position,  for  an  opinion  is  only  an  expression 
of  belief,  whereas  a  fact  means  undeniable  truth. 
"  Felicity  "  presumes  a  knowledge  of  chemistry,  but  the 
difference  between  his  knowledge  of  the  science  and  that 
of  the  pharmaceutical  apprentice  or  assistant  is  the  latter 
has  ambitions  for  the  Society's  diploma  by  a  genuine 
examination  test;  "Felicity"  shouts  for  a  modified 
examination  in  "  compounding."  To  "  R.  D.,"  the 
gentleman  whom  my  letter  amused,  well,  I  do  not  blame 
him  for  hiding  his  name,  seeing  he  admits  he  is  a  com- 
pounder twenty-six  years  and  yet  unqualified.  Fancy  a 
chronic  medical  student  of  twenty-six  years'  standing 
trying  to  procure  the  M.B.  by  way  of  the  back  door  ! 
Is  this  a  sample  of  the  educational  reconstruction  one 
reads  of  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press  at  the  termination 
of  the  Great  War?  "Advance  Pharmacy"  indeed! —

"  pharmacy  in  Ireland  to  attain  a  standard  worthy  of 
the  Irish  nation."  Are  not  the  qualified  assistants  also 
a  fine  body  of  men?  How  high  would  their  inclusion 
exalt  the  standard  of  pharmacy?  I  fail  to  see  the 
justice  of.  accepting  the  R.D.s  before  the  qualified  assis- 
tants, whose  examination  is  admitted  by  "  R.D."  him- 
self to  be  the  higher.  Does  not  the  greater  include 
the  less,  or  should  the  qualified  assistant,  who  is  wearily 
burning  the  midnight  oil,  lay  aside  his  "  Corbyn  and 
Stewart,"  and  sit  for  the  R.D.,  which  he  could  pass 
without  further  study,  as  an  easy  entrance  to  the  high 
rank  of  pharmaceutical  chemist.

Mr.  J.  Carroll  Cuthber.t,  Connswater,  Belfast,  in  th« 
course  of  a  letter,  writes  : — 

The  Education  Committee  has  now  arrived  at  the  point 
of  preparing  a  scheme  for  submission  to  the  Council  and 
the  licentiates,  and  every  opportunity  will  be  given  to  all 
concerned  to  pull  it  to  pieces,  improve  it,  or  reject  it. 
Until  the  scheme  is  under  consideration  fair  play  would 
suggest  silence,  and  it  would  consort  better  with  the 
importance  of  the  subject  and  the  dignity  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  if  logical  argument  and  weighty  evidence 
were  then  brought  into  play,  rather  than  statements  of 
uninformed  opinion,  unsupported  by  reason  or  evidence, 
or  personalities — that  refuge  of  the  unlearned  ! 

Mr.  Robert  Kells,  Belfast,  in  the  course  of  a  reply 
to  Mr.  George  C.  Hewson  (C.  &  D.,  January  13,  p.  69), 
writes  : — 

Might  I  ask  Mr.  Hewson — did  he  overlook  the  new 
dentist  in  regard  to  his  training  to  write  a  prescription? 
And  did  not  the  regulations  governing  his  entry  into  the 
profession  protect  the  public  ?  Otherwise,  the  higher 
branch  would  not  have  committed  such  a  breach.  That 
Mr.  Hewson  could  draw  a  lesson  was  my  reason  for 
introducing  the  dentist.  .  .  .  Quite  a  number  of  phar- 
maceutical chemists  are  willing  to  have  R.D.  managers. 
Pharmacies  to-day  are  (with  few  exceptions)  high-class 
toilet  sale-rooms ;  the  art  of  dispensing  is  almost  extinct 
in  some  high-class  shops,  few  drugs  are  shown,  the  shop 
is  given  up  to  the  latest  in  perfumes,  manicure  goods, 
chocolates,  leather  bags,  cigarettes,  and  such  like.  A 
Ph.C.  told  me  recently  if  a  script  for  pills  were  pre- 
sented he  would  refer  the  customer  elsewhere,  as  it  did 
not  pay.  The  trade  is  certainly  not  what  it  was  some 
years  ago.  Few  shops  make  ointments,  tinctures,  or  pack 
their  own  proprietaries.  Economics  compel  the  chemist 
to  buy  all  he  can  pack,  and  certainly  they  are  catered 
better  for  in  this  respect  than  ever  before.  In  view 
of  all  this,  Mr.  Hewson  might  ask — Why  the  demand 
for  modification  in  favour  of  R.D.  examination?  Might 
I  suggest  that  the  tide  in  the  affairs  of  the  drug-trade 
taken  at  the  flood  would  lead  to  a  strengthened  Society 
looking  for  better  education  and  showing  a  united  front 
in  trade  interests,  with  increased  efficiency? 

"  The  Old  are  Better  " 

Sir, — The  remarks  of  Sir  Dyce  Duckworth  on  the  use 
of  the  older  style  drugs,  which  are  commented  on  in 
your  editorial  of  December  23,  show  a  very  sane  view 
of  the  possibilities  of  pharmacy  when  directed  in  the 
proper  channel,  and  also,  what  one  would  hardly  expect 
to  find,  a  lively  appreciation  of  the  difficulties  under 
which  pharmacists  of  the  present  day  labour,  when  called 
on  to  fill  prescriptions  which  require  all  kinds  of  pro- 
prietary drugs  and  preparations.  The  root  of  the  trouble, 
however,  is  with  the  prescriber  and  not  with  the  phar- 
macist. The  modern  practitioner  seems  to  be  unable  to 
write  a  genuine  prescription  off  his  own  bat ;  the  doctors 
of  to-day  belong  to  one  of  two  schools,  the  one  school 
adheres  to  a  few  selected  formulas  probably  acquired 
during  hospital  days,  and  which  they  prescribe  for  all 
and  sundry  without  variation,  whilst  the  other  school 
relies  on  proprietary  articles  either  in  the  form  of 
tablets  or  concentrated  mixtures.  Neither  method  can 
be  considered  as  creditable  to  the  prescriber  or  beneficial 
to  the  patient.  A  true  prescriber  can  order  medicines 
without  recourse  to  either  method,  and  some  of  the  best 
prescriptions  I  have  dispensed  were  written  by  a  doctor 
who  was  well  advanced  in  years  and  adhered  to  the 
old  and  tried  drugs.  All  his  prescriptions  were  written 
in  Latin,  the  directions  as  well  throughout,  and  if  he 
prescribed  pills  he  invariably  included  the  excipient  as 
well  and  its  quantity,  which  no  doctor  could  do  to-day. —

Educating  the  Public 

Sir, — The  distribution  of  the  descriptive  leaflet  on 
pharmacy  at  the  Manchester  Exhibition  (C.  <£  D.. 
December  9,  p.  824)  is  the  first  occasion  I  have  noted 
of  the  carrying  into  practice  a  policy  that  has  long^  been 
advocated  by  many  pharmacists,  that  is  the  education  of 
the  public  to  the  true  meaning  of  our  training  and  certi- 
ficate.   Although  it  is  a  good  stunt,  such  a  distribution 
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i  naturally  a  very  restricted  one,  and  to  do  any  real 
ood  the  cause  should  be  taken  up  by  a  responsible  body 
uch  as  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  and  short  pithy 
aragraphs  should  be  inserted  in  the  public  newspapers, 
o  as  to  reach  the  whole  population.    If  it  is  worth  the 
yhile  of  such  bodies  as,  shall  we  say,  the  Amalgamated 
Association  of  Banana  Growers,  to  insert  small  readable 
jticles  bn  the  advantages  of  eating  a  banana  a  day, 
urely  it  would  be  profitable  to  pharmacists  to  do  the  same 
aid  appeal  to  a  national  audience.    Although  the  leaflet 
n  question  is  admirably  written  in  many  ways,  and  reads 
;vell  and  explicitly  to  anyone  with  an  inside  knowledge 
>f  the  business,  1  doubt  whether  it  would  make  a  great 
ippeal  to  the  public,  who  at  present  do  not  know  who  a 
Dharmacist  is,  and  cannot  distinguish  him  from  the  drug- 
store keeper,  herbalist,  or  any  other  medicine  vendor. 
The  historical  part  would  not  convey  much  of  interest  to 
the  average  man  in  the  street,  and  the  reference  to  the 
Pharmacopaeia  is  a  reference  to  a  book  he  has  most  likely 
never  heard  of.    The  paragraph  on  the  National  Insurance 
Act  is  worded  in  such  a  way  that  a  casual  reader  would 
imagine  that  the  public  had  been  clamouring  for  phar- 
macists to  do  the  work,  whereas  in  reality  the  bulk  of 
insured  persons  had  probably  never  purchased  a  dispensed 
medicine  at  a  pharmacy  in  their  lives,  and  even  now  a 
large  number  grumble  at  having  to  go  to  two  places  for 
the  advice  and  medicament  which  they  used  to  receive 
formerly  at  the  surgery  together.    The  first  thing  to  do  in 
any  scheme  of  publicity  is  to  try  and  drive  home  the 
necessity  of  getting  the  work  done  by  trained  and  quali- 
fied men ;  inasmuch  as  a  householder  would  not  expect 
his   jobbing    gardener  to  do  plumbing  repairs,    so  he 
should  not  expect  his  mixture  to  be  made  up  by  Tom, 
Dick,  or  Harry.    Then  the  legal  responsibilities  of  the 
pharmacist     should     be     insisted     on,     such     as  his 
obligations    under    the    Sale  of    Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
Weights  and    Measures   Act,    and   the   other  statutory 
requirements,  from  which  other  dispensers  of  medicine 
seem  to  be  exempt.    Once  get  a  public  recognition  of  these 
facts  and  the  rest  would  be  easy.    I  have  not  seen  any 
record  of  how  many  of  the  general  public  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  afforded  them  to  visit  a  chemists' 
exhibition ;  the  number  of  paying  visitors  would  be  an 
interesting  figure.    There  has  been  some  discussion  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  the  step,  but  other  trade  exhibitions  are 
open  to  the  public  without  the  question  of  trade  prices 
arising,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  these  prices  should  be 
given  away  to  the  public  at  a  chemists'   show. — Yours 
faithfully,  Showman.

Longevity  in  the  Drug-trade 

Sir, — Such  functions  as  you  describe  and  report  on 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  6,  p.  25,  must  surely  interest  all 
of  us.  I  do  not  know  what  is  now  the  avera-ge  limit  of  a 
chemist's  life,  but  it  is  probably  longer  than  in  past 
years.  I  have — rather  curiously — during  the  past  few 
months  come  into  contact  with  more  old  people  than 
ever  before.  This  began  in  September,  when  on  the 
East  Coast.  A  name  was  mentioned,  and  I  was  greatly 
surprised  to  find  the  man  was  still  alive  and  well.  I  last 
saw  this  old  chap  sixty  years  ago,  when  he  occasionally 
preached  at  my  father's  chapel.  He  received  an  appoint- 
ment with  a  well-known  industrial  firm,  and  arriving  at  a 
ensionable  age  was  duly  superannuated,  6ince  when  he 
as  spent  the  years  in  a  manner  rather  enviable  and 
conducive  to  health  generally.  The  advent  of  summer 
finds  him  on  the  Norfolk  Broads,  where  he  has  a  boat, 
and  there  he  stays  while  the  fine  weather  lasts.  He  is 
now  "  at  least  "  ninety  years  of  age.  The  oft-quoted 
dictum  of  Dickens  will  be  remembered,  of  course,  in 
connection  with  this  coast  and  life  annuities.  I  saw  an 
old  lady  at  the  same  town  :  I  was  at  school  with  her 
■on.  He  has  grown  up,  married,  brought  up  a  family, 
and  been  gathered  to  his  fathers  at  a  ripe  age,  but  the 
old  .  lady  still  goes  placidly  on.  She  is  ninety-three.  An 
old  employer  of  mine  died  recently  at  eighty-six — a 
respectable  age  too,  achieved  no  doubt  by  temperate 
habits  throughout,  a  reasonable  amount  of  work  and 
one  or  two  hobbies — gardening  and  so  on.  A  week  or  two 
ago  I  met  at  my  club  a  man  I've  known  for  many  years  : 
retired  in  1911.    He  said  he  would  like,  me  to  give  him  a 


game — snooker's  pool — and  we  made  a  date.  I  knew 
him  twenty-five  years  ago  as  a  fine  cueman,  and  being 
on  the  scratch  mark  myself  thought  I  had  a  good  chance  ; 
but  I  got  beaten,  twice,  and  no  flukes.  He  is  eighty-four, 
and  looks  just  the  same  as  a  generation  ago.  The  same 
day  I  met  another  friend  with  his  father-in-law,  a  man 
ninety-one,  and  rather  annoyed  if  anyone  speaks  of  him 
as  an  old  man.  I  fancy  in  a  few  years'  time  there  will 
be  a  quite  respectable  show  of  veteran  pharmacists.  We 
are,  I  think,  a  more  cheerful  body  of  men  than  of  old. 
Half  days  and  shorter  hours  (many  in  this  city  close  at 
6  o'clock,  and  few  later  than  7  o'clock)  make  a  great 
difference  ;  and  if  you  look  into  the  matter,  you  find  that 
many  have  hobbies.  I  know  four  elderly  chemists  with 
sons  qualified  to  take  on  the  work.  These  four  ought  to 
graduate  in  the  octogenarian  class.  It  is  rather  dis- 
tressing to  read  that  "  so  and  so  has  just  died — after 
retiring  from  business  only  a  few  months  before."  It 
happens — or  is  believed  to  happen — frequently.  Health 
probably — or  the  sudden  change  of  habits.  The  best 
thing  to  do,  in  my  view,  is  to  make  as  little  change  as 
possible.  Go  to  town  every  morning  a  bit  later  and  with 
the  smallest  excuse ;  have  a  chat  here  and  there  with 
old  friends;  look  in  at  the  club  and  read  or  glance  at 
the  papers — you  generally  find  someone  there  killing  time. 
It's  astonishing  what  a  busy  morning  one  can  put  in 
doing  practically  nothing — and  enjoying  it  too  !  Fill  up  the 
mornings  in  this  w'ay,  and  the  rest  of  the  day  will  look 
after  itself.  The  above-mentioned  being  so  much  older 
than  myself,  I  have  now  to  dub  myself,

Proprietaries  in  Insurance  Dispensing 

SiR; — In  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Warwick- 
shire Pharmaceutical  Committee  (6'.  it-  D.,  January  6, 
p.  26).  the  statement  occurs  :  "  Any  article  ordered 
under  its  proprietary  name  on  a  panel  prescription  must 
be  supplied  and  paid  for."  If  this  is  to  be  interpreted 
exactly  as  it  reads,  it  entirely  upsets  my  ideas  as  to 
what  is  allowed  on  the  tariff ;  as  I  always  understood 
that  patent  medicines  were  not  passed  for  payment,  while 
drugs  with  proprietary  names  were  only  allowed  at  the 
rate  of  the  corresponding  equivalent.  If  this  is  not  so, 
we  are  likely  to  be  under  the  obligation  of  dispensing 
any  proprietary,  and  the  old  trouble  of  breaking  bulk 
and  having  the  balance  left  on  our  hands  will  become 
worse  than  under  private  dispensing.  On  a  cost-price 
tariff  this  would  be  an  impossible  situation ;  and  a 
definite  ruling  that  proprietaries  are  not  allowed  should 
be  pressed  for  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.

"  Unprofitable  Proprietary  Articles  " 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  "  B.  B."  (C.  <£•  D., 
December  9,  p.  835)  has  chosen  a  rather  unfortunate 
example  for  his  argument  on  the  bonus  offer  scheme, 
when  he  took  cameras  and  roll  films  to  illustrate  it. 
Every  purchaser  of  a  camera  is  a  new  customer  and  a 
prospective  purchaser  of  further  supplies  of  films  and 
sundries  which  he  had  never  bought  or  used  before.  If 
such  an  unlikely  scheme  were  to  eventuate,  the  little 
increased  value  for  money  might  be  the  means  of  persons 
who  were  on  the  brink  being  persuaded  to  take  the 
plunge  and  go  in  for  photography.  This  example  is  not 
therefore  a  true  comparison  with  the  bonus  offers  which 
have  been  before  the  public  ;  one  of  the  most  discussed 
schemes  dealt  in  soaps,  and  by  giving  a  customer  two 
cakes  of  soap  instead  of  one,  you  are  not  going  to  make 
him  use  two  tablets  over  the  same  interval  of  time  in 
which  he  formerly  used  one,  neither  are  you  likely  to 
attract  any  new  customers  who  have  never  used  soap  in 
their  lives  before.  Therefore  you  are  merely  saturating 
your  usual  soap  market  with  a  surplus  as  a  "free 
gift  and  making  a  present  of  the  cake  which  you  should- 
have  sold  next  week  at  a  profit.  For  this  reason  I  fully 
agree  with  the  Scarborough  chemists'  resolution  and  wish 
that  it  could  be  extended  to  associations  all  over  the 
country. — -Yours  faithfully,

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Legal  Queries 

Anxious  (14/1). — The  reference  number  of  the  "known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedy  you  quote  is  for  anti- 
bilious  or  liver  pills. 

/.  T.  M.  (15/1)  took  a  furnished  house  from  Septem- 
ber 16  to  December  9,  1922.  He  did  not  receive  the  key 
of  the  premises  until  four  days  after  the  agreed  date, 
and  consequently  remained  in  possession  of  the  house  for 
a  corresponding  period  after  December  9.  The  landlord 
now  claims  £3  for  hotel  expenses,  and  £1  Is.  solicitor's 
fee.  Can  this  demand  be  enforced?  ["J.  T.  M."  had 
no  legal  right  to  occupy  the  house  after  December  9,  and 
having  done  so  the  landlord  has  a  claim  against  him. 
Probably  "  J.  T.  M."  would  be  well  advised  to  pay  the 
£3  ;  but  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  pay  the  solicitor's  fee. 
He  does  not  state  in  what  circumstances  the  key  was 
not  handed  to  him  on  the  proper  date  ;  but  in  any  case  it 
would  appear  to  be  too  late  to  base  any  claim  upon  the 
delay  in  obtaining  possession.] 

Tablet  (11/1)  occasionally  receives  inquiries  to  supply 
saccharin  tablets  "  in  bond,"  and  he  asks  what  course  of 
procedure  he  ought  to  adopt  to  be  in  a  position  to  supply 
customers  making,  such  inquiries.  [As  what  is  no  doubt 
desired  by  such  inquirers  is  a  supply  of  saccharin  tablets 
at  short  price,  that  is,  without  the  Customs  or  Excise 
duty,  the  question  must  be  one  of  supplying  the  tablets 
for  export.  .  The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
have  power  to  make  regulations  for  the  exportation  of 
dutiable  goods  of  this  kind  on  drawback,  and  we  think 
that  the  best  course  would  be  to  make  application  to 
them  through  the  local  Surveyor  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
stating  what  it  is  desired  to  export  and  giving  particulars 
of  the  destination,  etc.  The  reply  will  specify  what  con- 
ditions have  to  be  complied  with  in  the  particular  case.] 

Nightmare  (14/1)  gives  the  case  of  the  manager  of  a 
private  limited  company  owning  one  shop,  over  which  the 
manager  resides,  and  has  resided  for  the  past  ten  years, 
the  company  being  responsible  for  the  rent  of  the  living 
premises  as  well  as  the  rates  and  lighting.  The  position 
of  things  had  not  previously  been  brought  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  income-tax  authorities,  and  now  that  they 
have  learned  it,  they  are  assessing  the  manager  on  one- 
third  of  the  rent,  rates  and  cost  of  lighting  of  the  pre- 
mises as  a  part  of  his  income.  "  Nightmare  asks  if  this 
is  allowed,  and,  if  so,  for  how  many  back  years,  if  any, 
can  the  assessment  be  made.  [The  oase  as  put  contains 
some  inconsistencies,  but  what  is  asked  for  may  be  covered 
by  stating  that  the  manager  cannot  be  assessed  to  income 
tax  on  the  rent  or  any  part  of  the  rent  of  the  portion  of 
the  premises  occupied  by  him.  As  regards  the  rates  and 
the  lighting,  the  sum  represented  by  the  payment  of  these 
may  be  added  to  his  income-tax  assessment,  and  this 
would  usually  be  one-third  of  the  sum  on  the  whole  of  the 
premises.  Three  years'  arrears  of  taxes  due  in  this  way 
can  be  recovered  from  the  manager.]

H.  P.  (9/1) — Indicating  Price  Changes. — Your  letter 
is  interesting  and  shows  that  you  exercise  method  and 
care  in  pricing,  which  is  somewhat  unusual.  The  ordinary 
method  of  starring  charges  in  a  retail  price  list  means 
that  the  selling  price  is  changed.  In  the  C.  <b  D.  Retail 
Price  List,  however,  there  are  two  prices,  buying  and 
selling,  and  the  latter  does  not  always  change  with  the 
former  owing  to  relative  values  and  smaller  quantities. 
We  will,  however,  keep  your  suggestion  by  us  and  see 
what  can  be  done  to  meet  your  difficulty. 

F.  A.  L.  (9/1). — The  error  in  the  pricing  to  which  you 
refer  will  be  corrected  in  the  February  Supplement  of  the 
V.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List. 

Hg„  (6/1). — We  cannot  undertake  to  identify  the 
sample  of  mercury  salt  you  send. 


T.  W.  T.  (3/1).— Papier  mache.— The  successful  manu- 
facture of  papier-mache  articles  requires  the  use  of 
pressure  in  dies  the  absence  of  which  would  account  for 
cumberousness.  The  brittleness  may  be  due  to  the  use 
of  too  much  glue  or  adhesive.  The  following  is  the 
statement  of  the  method  of  manufacture  as  given  in 
Spon's  "Workshop  Receipts,"  Vol.  III.  : — 

Paper  of  a  porous  texture,  saturated  with  a  solution 
of  flour  and  glue,  is  applied  to  an  iron,  brass,  or 
copper  mould,  of  somewhat  smaller  size  than  the  object 
required ;  repeated  layers  of  this  paper  are  put  on 
with  glue,  a  drying  heat  of  100°  F.,  being  applied 
after  every  new  eoat.  When  a  sufficient  thickness  is 
attained,  the  shell  is  removed  from  the  mould,  and 
planed  and  filed  to  shape.  About  ten  layers  are  used 
for  ordinary  tea-trays,  more  or  less  for  other  articles, 
according  to  requirements.  A  stoving  varnish  mixed 
with  lampblack  is  next  laid  on.  and  the  article  is  stoved. 
Several  coats  of  varnish  are  added,  with  a  stoving  after 
each.  When  sufficiently  covered  with  this  preparation, 
the  inequalities  are  removed  with  pumice-stone,  and 
the  artist  applies  the  ornament  in  bronze  powder,  gold 
or  colour.  Several  coats  of  shellac  varnish  are  then 
put  on,  and  the  article  is  stoved  at  a  heat  of  280°  F. 
The  surface  is  polished  with  rotten-stone  and  oil,  and 
brought  to  a  brilliant  gloss  by  hand  rubbing. 

— The  following  is  the  for- 
mula you  require  : — 

Balsam  of  sulphur    1  oz. 

Sassafras  oil  ...    1  dr. 

Olive  oil  to   make  ...       ...    20  oz. 

Dose  :  One  teaspoonful  night  and  morning. 

M.  J.  C.  (9/1). — Sand  Cracks. — Sand  cracks  can  be 
brought  into  apposition  by  means  of  clasps.  Clean  out  the 
crack,  removing  all  diseased  horn,  and  if  granulations  are 
present  dress  with  argent,  nit.,  cupri  6ulph.,  or  a  similar 
astringent.  Poultices  may  be  necessary  to  remove  any 
irritant.  The  crack  can  then  be  filled  with  tar  and  tow, 
rubber,  etc.,  and  clasped.  A  slight  blister  round  the 
coronet  is  advisable  for  stimulating  the  coronary  band  to 
form  new  hoof.  If  the  crack  is  not  too  open,  tar  and  tow 
inserted  into  it  and  tied  tightly  with  tarry  ccrd  or  band- 
age is  often  sufficient.

Iodine 

In  our  Trade  Report  this  month  we  record  a  veritable 
sensation  on  the  chemical  market,  which  signalised  the  open- 
ing of  the  year.  Our  readers  are  probably  aware  that  there 
has  existed  for  a  long  time  a  combination  among  the  manu- 
facturers of  iodine,  which,  with  a  few  brief  intervals  of  dis- 
agreement, has  been  sacredly  maintained.  During  1872  they 
resolved  to  "  bull  "  the  price  of  their  staple  to  an  immense 
extent.  Cost  what  it  might,  buyers  must  have  iodine,  and 
therefore  the  manufacturers  have  had  very  literally  a  golden 
year.  For  some  inscrutable  reason  they  have  fallen  out 
airong  themselves,  and  the  consequence  was  that  on  the 
3rd  of  January  the  price  of  iodine  dropped  suddenly  from 
2s.  Id.  to  9d.  There  has  been  no  temptation  to  speculate  in 
the  article  for  some  time  past,  so  it  is  not  likely  that  anyone 
has  been  severely  "  hit."  But  the  possession  of  a  very  few 
kegs  on  that  eventful  day  was  a  good  reason  for  the  owner 
_  to  look  blue  and  lose  his  appetite.
